FOR THE NAVY. 


Experiments Now Carried on 
by Government. 


| 


Next Congress May Be Asked 
for Appropriation. 
Advantages Over Submarines 

Already Proven.

WASHINGTON, July 23.—({Exclusive

That, ordinarily not more than two— 
and at the most five—deaths can occur 
at the time an aéropiane is disabied 
and crashes down, that a parachute, 
as a complement of safety, offers no 
little advantage to the aéronaut who 
must resort to it; that the aéroplane 
offers a slight body for attacks; that 
those in an aéroplane are better in- 
formed that those in a submarine, be- 
cause they can hear and seé. 

One of the experiments of a series 
now conducted by the Italian govern- 
ment near Rome, just communicated 
to Washington, showed that a small 
monoplane was enabled to drop a 
blank cartridge on the cannon at 
which it had been aimed. 

It was found at the same time that 
the fort's crew had been unable to 
touch with real bullets a kite target 
of thé same form and size of the mono- 
plane, towed by a steel wire one hun- 
dred feet behind the machine.

CIRCUMSTANCES SHOW 
RAWN TOOK OWN LIFE.

CHICAGO, July 23.—The results oi 
the secret investigation of the death 
.of Ira G. Rawn, president of the Mo- 
non Route, which began within a few 
hours after he died Wednesday morn- 
ing from a bullet wound, became known 
today.

Case involves Question Whether 
an Employee Who Leaves Service of 
One Concern Has the Right to So- 
licit or to Take the Trade of His 
Customers With Him. 


SAN DIEGO, July 23.—Whether on 
not an employé who leaves the serv- 
ice of one firm for that of another 
has a right to solicit or to take the 
trade of his customers with him is 
to be tested in court here.

Blythe at present is suffering from a 
five weeks’ drought, owing tw the ec- 
centricities of the Colorado River. The 
turbulent strcam recentiy went on a 
rampage and tore out a section of the 
canal intake which supplies water to 
the valley. iIn spite of this there are 
beautiful fields of alfalfa, stalks =e 
corn that stand fifteen feet high and 
as thick as a jungie, and quantities 
of melons, sweet and full of fuice. The 
secret is that the wells in the bottom 
land are but twenty or thirty feet 
deep, and there is a subirrigation of. 
crops. Still, the country will suffer 
for water until the irrigation system 
is restored.

If 
the people are ignorant, so will be their govern- 
senta system resting on pa responsibility, 
the government will be honest. If it is intelligent, 
the government will be intelligent. Al! it requires 
is that the people take part in the selection of their 
representatives, and there they get exactly their 
own kind, If the people want to govern themselves 
under a truly representative form of government 
by party checks, there is no boss or machine that 
tan deprive them of the their rights. 

Insurgency is impossible in this country, just ex- 
actly as Bryanism or ism was impossible, and 
for the same reason. y both tend toward so- 
.Cialigm, and the people are too sound in judgment, 
too honest in purpose and too intelligent in their 
development to stand for any shape of socialism. 
Fourtéen years ago, when W. J. Bryan came for- 
ward with his transformed Democracy, absolute 
populism, there was scarcely a Republican in the 
country who did not denounce it as socialism. A 
million Democrats in one part of the country or 
another cut looge from the Democratic party of that 
time because of its unsoundness, because of its ten- 
dency toward socialism, and they have remained in 
the Republican party ever since.

I don't think that 
many citizens of Los Angeles have a 
perfectly adequate appreciation of the 
completeness of their library. If they 
did, we should be a good dea! busier 
than we are, even, and our efficiency 
the service of the community would 
be increased in just that proportion. 
“We need a new library building to 
supersede our present rather inade- 
quate housing, but just as much do we 
need the sense of wider cotperation by 
our patrons to attain the maximum of 
usefulness, looking forward to what 
might be called a campaign of publicity, 
one that shall direct the attention of 
the reading public the facilities that we 
have acquired for their service and te 
supply their needs. 

“As to details, nothing very definite 
has been decided upon. Much of that, 
as well as other things that have to de 
with the future policy of the library, 
will be deferred until the arrival of 
Mr. Wright. Unquestionably the aid 
of the newspapers, the local periodicals 
and bulletins will be called into servy- 
ice to assist us in it. The main thing 
is, though, that we are going to in- 
crease our value to Los Angeles by 
setting forth to Los Angeles what we 
ean do for her.”

| Boy Builders at Work. 
There is much diligence in sawing 
and hammering at the Slauson avenue 
playerounds, these days, the cause be- 
ing the erection of five new houses for 
the boys to live in. while on the 
grounds. Of course, the bonses are 
not of a size to require a permit from 
the city before they can be built, but 
the youngsters take more pride and in- 
cerest in their construction than do 
many of6the contractors of the city 
with their more pretentious affairs. 
For some time the boys from 12 to 
15 years of age haye been in need of 
a building in which they could eat 


corners to themselves. The reaj little 
boys and girls bave their sand piles 
and their blocks and other things. Of 
course, these playthings are far be- 
neath the dignity of the older young- 
sters and they were unprovided for un- 
til Charlies Miller, the director of the 
playgrounds, thought of the small 
houses. 

The boys were told to form them- 
selves into clubs in each of which there 
should be no more than five and no less 
than two members. Plots of ground fif- 
teen feet square were laid off for each 
of these clubs, five in number. Then 
the boys were told they could build 
such structures as they desired, pro- 
vided that spaces of three feet in 
front and rear and two feet on each 
side were left for a “yard.”’ 

The boys fell in with the idea at once 
and set to work to design their houses 
and to secure the building materials. 
The Los Angeles Water Department 
had discarded a lot of wooden pipes 
which were made of long staves wired 
together. These were turned over to 
the hoys as lumber, and tools and 
nails from the work shop were supplied 
for construction. The staves have 
rounded surfaces and as the buildings 
go up they look for all the world like 
log houses. 

Mr. Miller has offered a prize for the 
best houses, neatest construction, both 
inside and out, on the grounds. The 
yards are to be turned into @ardens 
and walks are to be laid. Leading 
from the “street’’ to the doors of the 
houses the boys have constructed “ce- 
ment” walks made of pounded rock and 
wet down with a hose.

From $1,500,000 
to $2,000,000 annually is expended upon 
the six public institutions for the care 
of the insane and mentally defective, 
&nd more than 8000 Individuals are now 
rs Bang for by the State. The 
Sout California Hospital for the 
Insane, located at Patton, now contains 
over 1300 patients. If there is any- 
thing in the theory of thought—or lack 
of thought—transference and the power 
of environing influence, what a tremen- 
dous force of dementia must be engen- 
dered by such an aggregation of dis- 
eased minds! To the observer on the 
outside it would seem that mere pres- 
ence in such an institution must un- 
seat reason, if any there were, of the 
unfortunate condemned to this place. 
Yet we are told that 34 per cent. of 
the cases admitted to this hospital are 
dismissed as cured. 
jutifies any expenditure, and any care 
that may be in the power of the State 
or of society to give to those whose 
minds are weakened. 


THE DEPRESSION OF IT. 


But as one passes through the insti- 
tution and looks at the miserable crea- 
tures, sitting in long lines down the 
sides of the corridors, lingering list- 
lessiy in bare, bot cells, or gathered in 
huddled grou underneath the shade 
of the trees on the grounds, the depres- 
sion of hopelessness becomes almost 
overpowering.

“How do I account for this? Either 
Climatic conditions, or conditions of 


varieties of fruit seem to 
keep well in this section, so that, as 
a rule, the latest fruit that goes into

“What ts your méthod of handling 
fruit?” 

“The method generally employed in 
thie district ia for the grower to pick 
fie own fruit and deliver it at the 
packing house direct. This has now 
been improved upon by several of our 
organizations, where all the fruit is 
picked under the supervision of com- 
petent mén employed by the packing 
house, the gtower having nothing to 
do with the picking, but generally do- 
ing the hauling. This is the best meth- 
od. and the associations who have 
adopted it ate profiting accordingly. In 
the packing house we have dispensed 
with all machinery not absolutely ne- 
ceseary. Our houses are run with 
eimple devices, the fruit being carried 
on belts from one point to another, no 
elevators nor chutes_ bein used. os

“What do you think of the outlook 
for the fwture of Pomona?” 

outiook ie bright. No section 
of the country can produce better fruit 
than is produced here in the valiey, 
and I believe in general, that the trees 
bear larger crops, or produce heavier 
crops than those of almost any other 
section. Just as long as the cotper- 
ative feature controle the market of 
the citrus fruits of the State, I fear 
no over-production. Thé net returne to 
the grower, in my oponion, will in- 
crease, or Gecrease just as the propor- 
tion to the volume of the crop and 
as t tage of the fruit handled 
by the exchange increases or decreases. 

“What about the water?” 

“This is one of the best watered val- 
leys in Southern California. There is 
no doubt that the water supply now 
developed can take care of every foot 
of land in the valley, besides provid- 
ing for a city many times the size of 


Pomona. 

“Have you got to do much-fumigat- 
ing?” 

“There is scale throughout all sec- 
tiene of Southern California. The 
growers of this valley nave realized 
the situation and have just organ- 
ised the “Growers’ Fumigating and 
Supply Company,” a codpéerative or- 
ganization, in which only citrus fruits; 
growers can hold stock, and which has 
already in its membership, more than 
two-thirds of the growers of the dis- 
trict. The object of the organization 
is to secure better fumigation by em- 
ploying better methods, better tents, 
and the best of everything that can 
be had, in order to eradicate the scale 
insects of the valley and clean the 
orchards better and more effectively 
than has been done under the old hap- 
hagard, go-as-you-please, system that 
seems to have been in vogue up to 
this time.”

([EDITORIAL.) 

@ people of the city of Los Angeles and the 
bosses and walking delegates who have tried to contro! the actions of 
labor-union organizations is the simplest thing to understand for those 

willing to do so. The fundamental policy of those who attempt to contro! and 

largely do control these labor-nnion organizations is that the earth ts theirs 
and the fullness thereof. Their proposition reduced to its simplest form is 
that everything and everybody should be subservient to them and their cause. 

Only people of their way of thinking should be elected to any office, legisia- 

tive, judicial or executive. Al! law should be made to suit their theories and 

to put them in control of every industry and every person’s freedom in the 
country. Every court should construe laws, however they are drawn, in such 

& way as to justify any act by any member of a labor-union organization, no 

matter what it is. The executive arm of the government should be stretched 

out only as @ shield er defense over members of labor unions and as a! 

menace only to those who do not belong to such organizations, to punish 

severely those who in any way oppose the walking delegates and business 
agents, pickets and hired thugs who do the dirty work of these organizations. 

The aim set definitely before them in this programme is that of con- 
trolling politicians, ofice-holders, laws and the execution of laws. They shall 
be able then to contro! the personal Hberty of every person in the country, 
forcing workingmen unwillingly into their ranks, compelling every man, at 
whatever risk or cost it may be, to obey every order issued from the labor | 
temples of the organization, and carried by the walking delegate to the people} 
thus put legally under servitude to the bosses of the organizations. Then 
turning from the working people to the employers of labor (to those whose 
money, time, talents and sx®™ «re all invested in industrial plants) the tyran- 
nous ambition of the labor unions is to stretch out over all these men, compel 
them to run their works whatever number of hours the walking delegate 
dictates, in every way-.according to the dictates of the “business agent,” 
to hire only such persons as the labor organizations recommend, to keep 
such in employ without regard to industry; capacity, efficiency or respectful 
behiavior of the employee, to pay just what wages the walking delegate shall 
prescribe and in every way to turn over the contro) of every industrial plant 
in the country to these organization:. 

There you have expressed about as briefly and accurately as it could 
be done the purpose in the mind of every labor-union leader who has ever 
uttercd a thought in the United States, and the choice lies squarely between 
that and the policy for which Los Angeles has contended and which it has 
maintained for the last twenty years. The Los Angeles idea is that every 
man’s life is his own and that under the laws of the United ‘States he has 
an absolute right to control his time, his means. his talents, his skill, just 
as his own conscience shall dictate and his own judgment suggest, provided 
his ideas carried into action do wot trespass upon similar rights to be en- 
joyed by any of his fellow-men. This Los Angeles idea expressed by the 
Open shop is that officials are to be elected by all the people and for all the 
people, that laws are to be made in such a way as to apply exactly in the 
same manner to every citizen so far as any specific act is concerned. This 
idea is that every man stands on exactly the same level before every law and 
fs to be judged in the same way without reference to hts affiliation or non- 
(}aM@iliation with any organization or body of any kind or without any dis- 
crimination in any way against any man. Each of us is to stand and be 
tried by the quality of the act we have dove. If that act is forbidden by law 
the accused is guilty and should be punished, and the punishment should be 
meted out with even-handed justice to every man without any regard to any 
consideration except his guilt or innocence. __ 

This idea that prevails here is that it is each 
join or abstain from joining any organization; industral, religious or political, 
jost as it suits his Own interests or as it coincides with his own judgment. 
He has a right to his time, to the use of his talents and skill, as he pleases. 
He shall enter into any kind of employment his judgment tells him is proper, 
om any terms as to hours of service or as to the amount of remuneration he 
is to receive. He is to have the earning of his daily service all to himseif to 
dispose of just as he pleases. He is to be free from being ordered to accept 
employment or to decline employment. He is to be delivered from the neces- 
sity of having some person not interested in himself, in his affairs or in his 
family, from fixing what remuneration he shall receive or what hours he 
shall work. He ia to be free to come and go as an Amertean citizen, with 
the sovereignty of that citizen as a panoply of protection over him when he 
goes out and when he comes in, at his labor and in his home. 

The Los Angeles idea is the fundamental fdea of civilized law when we 
come to consider the rights of those who possess property, whether it is 
feal, personal or mixed, whether it ia land or houses or money in the bank. 
This is the old doctrine of vested rights. It is a question between a man, 
his own judgment and his own interests, his own conscience and his God, 
what he shall keep, what he shall give away, how he shall use any property 
he has come into honest possession of, and by honest we mean by any way 
that is legal under the laws of the United States. 
Scquiring property unjustly but legally, then let us have the laws changed 
So as to make law and justice coincide. He is a shallow-pated fool or a flinty- 
hearted knave who sneers at law and says that its intentions are contrary to 
justice or its actions malign. From the lowest state of savagery to the 
highest civilization the whole struggle of humanity upward has been to make 
law and justice coincide exactly as a Tine laid upon a line in which there is 
not a crook or « turn at any point. And mankind has in the main succeeded 
in bringing this condition about. | 

When you get to the deepest roots of the subject you find that the Los 
Angeles idea coincides exactly with the long struggle of humanity for de 
liverance from tyranny pf one sort or another in order that he might be a 
You will find down at the deepest roots that the labor-union idea 
is a reversion to the conditions from which men have been struggling for 
generations. It is back to a new kind of tyranny in which ‘one class shall 
contro! absolutely to the extent of enslaving all the other classes of people 
in the country. We have had military tyrannies and aristocratic tyrannies, 
oligarchical tyrannies,' money tyrannies, and dozens of different kinds of 
tyrannies in which a certain interest predominated in the world and a certain 
¢lass controlled the action of all the other classes. [It meant slavery for the 
great mass of the people under the heel of the individual tyrant or the few 
tyrants associated together. The form of the tyranny may be new, but the 
@asence of the tyranny is the same now as before. It is the controlling of 
the actions, the services, the talents and skill and possessions of other men 
by s few men. It is the will of the dictator, the word of the despot, instead 
of the just law wrought out by conference, by discussion, by agitation and by 
compromise in which every. interest and every individual has his rights and 
liberties fairly safeguarded from every kind of tyranny, inciuding the tyranny

For masy years manufacturers and 


ut 
the forests for timber 
utilized in paper meking. Such tests 
and trials which have so far been 
made fiave all resulted in failures, due 
either to the censtruction of the fiber 
of certain woods or their density, or 
to the absence of chemical qualities 
necessary. Neither the growers nor 
the manufacturers could afford toa 
make such investigations to any great 
extent. The former had not the means 
nor the equipmens, their time being 
consumed in trying te supply the de- 
mand. The same argument held gcod 
for the manufacturer, for the con- 
sumer has been crying 
ucts. 


In the laboratory. therefore, there is 
a full-sised crushing machine and pulp 
mill for making paper out of wood.

Another pressing need which has ap- 
peared tn the commercial worid within 
the past few years is wood fof lead 
pencils. Within the last decade the 
manufacture and use of lead pencils 
has been enormous, and the drain upon 
the cedar trees of the forests has told 
heavily upon the visible supply. They 
have been hewn and cut much faster 
than they can grow, and should the 
present conditions continve there would 
be no wood for pencile at the expira- 
tion of another decade. 

The laboratory will investigate this 
condition, and will endeavor to find a 
substitute wood for cedar. This wil! 
require much searching among i the 
forest products, first, becduse a wood 
+muet be setected? upon which there te 
not already a heavy drain: seconde, be- 
cause it must be as soft and even- 
grained and straight-grained as 
cedar wood now used, and third, be- 
cause the visible supply must be great 
enough to prevept an increased cost 
for ite delivery to the manufacturer. 

The laboratory has been equipped 
with a pencil-making pliant. Sue 
woods as are to be tried for this pur- 
pose will, therefore, be fully tested by 
being put through the complete proc- 
ess, from the rough timber received 
to the polished pencil.

What a long and bitter struggle it was to establish 


this fundamental principle in our criminal] jurispru- 
dence! The struggle dates back to ages when justice for 
the poor man was a rare thing on this earth. It re- 
mounts the centuries to times when might was right, 
and when the might of power outweighed the might of 
physical strength and when powcr was almost alto- 
gether measured by money. In those days individual 


} prowess in arms counted for nothing against political 


power buttressed with gold. 

In those ages hereditary possession of political power 
had become ingrained in the life of man, and ecclesias- 
tical anointing poured on the head of the ruler all the 
sanctions wrapped up in the phrase “the divine right of 
kings.”” Warrior and statesman, patriot and philoso- 
pher, nobleman and simple peasant, were as cattle in 
the stall, as mere chattels, as pawns on a chess board, 
to be exalted or destroyed, bartered, sold, given away, 
brushed aside at the whim of the man in power whose 
word was law and whose word might be changed seven 
times a day. Codes of laws had been formulated and 
courts instituted to administer them. Judges wore the 
ermine and pretended to try cases according to the law 
and fact. But it was long after this before even-handed 
justice was established so firmly that a crowned head 
could not step in and order the court to find any ver- 
dict he wished rendered, and before the judge was not 
safe in finding a decision based on his own greed or 
prejudice. The iaws of Rome had been the ‘oundation 
of the laws of England for centuries, and the Justinian 
code was the basis of the laws, before the scales of jus- 
tice were equal and free to move with the weight of 


evidence while justice sat blindfolied, undiscerning the 


personality of those who pleaded at the bar. Legisla- 
tures had passed laws with the Mosaic Decalogue in 
their minds long before a king could not brush all law 
human and divine aside, letting the guilty go free and 


‘sending the innocent to a dungeon. Judges still—sold 
decisions for money or paid personal scores by giving 


unrighteous judgment in favor of a guilty friend, or a 
still more awfully unjust sentence by sending an inno- 
cent person to prison to toil at the hardest tasks under 
the lash of a brutal jailor inspired by the powerful to 
wreak vengeance on the helpless. 

And of all the great reforms wrought out through 
the long, weary ages of tyranny few if any were so effi- 
eacious as that which provided that the person charged 
with crime should have a speedy hearing, that the trial 
should be held as near as possible to the home of the 
accused, where he might have the aid and comfort of 
his friends, where his resources were within his reach, 


g where his neighbors might come and give evidence in 
his behalf as to his good character, as to where they 


knew him to be when the crime was committed, and last 
cf all, that he might have a jury of his neighbors to sit 
and weigh the evidence presented against the accused, 
decide as to its truthfulness and value, and then say 
whether the case was proved or not. 

By slow process, through long struggle, amid bitter 
strife, the common people step by step won the conflict 
for prompt trial, near home, by jury. Until this victory 
was won, a person might be haled away far from home, 
penniless, friendless, helpless, and cast into a dungeon. 
If the case was likely to attract much attention and 
cause trouble for tyrants, the victim might be cast into 
prison and let lie there until death set him free. He 
might never be given even a mock trial. 

We often complain of the uncertainty of jury trials, 
and perhips the requirement of a unanimous verdict is 
going to an extreme. But when we read the crue! sto- 
ries of injustice of former times we must surely have 
some conception of the propriety of the maxim of civil- 
ized.law which declares it is better that ten guilty per- 
sons should go unpunished rather than that one inno- 
cent one should bear undeserved punishment.

Our government is using the case 
to press Italy into a convention for the surrender of 
criminals by one country to the other. It is said the 
Italian government will let the Charlton case drop 
rather than enter into such an agreement.

SOME HINTS ON MOUNTAIN TRAVEL 
HE Old Man regarded the Youngster thoughtfully. 
“So you would like a few pointers on camping? 


FROM THE OLD MAN. 
ji I thought I just saw you reading one of those books 


that tell all about how to camp out ‘as comfortable as 
in your own flat.’ ’”’ 

The Youngster sighed. “It doesn’t just seem to fit my 
case. The book calls for a _ portable tent house and a 
colored cook and two or three wagon teams to haul it 
all. What I had in mind was just two fellows with a 
couple of burros apiece. There doesn’t seem to be any 
books written for that sort of thing.” 

The Old Man nodded approvingly. “‘Now, you're talk- 
ing. Two people with a pack animal apiece and one for 
each to ride—you can’t beat it for a mountain jaunt. 

“Camping is like everything else—after you have done 
about so much of it you get so you distinguish mighty 
easy between essentials and non-essentials, and the 
longer you are at it the nearer you get to first princi- 
ples. It is surprising how many little things a person 
will pick up from experience and then wonder why he 
neved sabed them before. 

“For instance, there’s the camp fire. Nine times 
out of ten if you set a green hand to build your camp 
fire he wil] start a conflagration that will bring out the 
forest rangers. His idea is two or three large logs with 
all the smaller débris he can collect thrown on top. 
When this gets going nicely, he starts in with his skil- 
let and coffee pot and finds he can’t get within ten feet 
of his holocaust without peeling the skin off his face. 

“A good camp fire is a werk of art. An old hand will 
first figure out just what he wants to cook and build his 
fire accordingly. He selects a few bits of seasoned wood 
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who want to pack light confine themselves mostly to 
flour, bacon, potatoes, rice, beans, dried fruit and tea. 
Never carry a liquid when a dry food will answer, and 
try to choose dishes which require little sweetening. 
Your rifle and fishing rod should supply your fresh 
meat. Mix your salt and pepper in one shaker and 
don’t forget to carry your matches in a water-tight meta? 
box or can. For extra bedding take a few newspapers ? 
These add but little to the weight of your pack, and, 
spread between your blankets, furnish excellent protec- 
tion on an extra cold night. Don’t forget your whisky 
flask and a lotion for wounds. . 

“It is always best to pack bedding, clothing, etc., on 
one animal and supplies on the other, so that it is not 
necessary to unpack both in order to get a meal. It is 
not a bad idea to pack eatables in two tight wooden 
boxes which can be balanced across the pack saddle. 
These serve to keep out dust during the day and bugs 
and varmints at night. 

“Don't take a lot of cooking utensils. Your skillet 
should be your mainstay. If you can’t keep your dish 
towels clean, dry leaves make an excellent substitute. I 
have seen more than one prospector keep his dishes spic 
and span with nothing but wet gravel and leaves. 

“It’s curious the ideas people have about choosing a 
camping spot. Must people seem to have an idea a cave 
is an ideal place to sleep, and if they see a ledge of rock, 
or an upturned boulder they wil! freeze to it. If they 
can’t find one of these, they will pick out the biggest 
tree they can find and camp at its roots. 

“Both these ideas are wrong. If there is one danger- 
ous spot to sleep it is a cave or rock cleft. Such places 
are usually infested with snakes and reptiles, and in 
case of a storm one is safer in-the open. In a moun- 
tain country the boulders on the hillsides are being un- 
dermined constantly by rains, and you mever know 
when one may come smashing down on top of you. 
There is no advantage in camping under a tree or in 
a thicket, and in case of an electrical storm there is 
much more danger from lighting near a large tree. In 
a storm or wind squall the best place is on the leeward 
of a fallen tree, which with the aid of the tarpaulin 


: forms a first-class tent. 


“I have always found the place to camp is in the cen- 
ter of an open plot, if possible on a slight rise, so if it 
happens to rain in the night the water will drain 
quickly. Also stray varmints that will nose around in 
the underbrush will seldom come out in the open even 
at night. Then there is a trick in making a bed on 
the ground. If you are used to sleeping on mattress 
and springs the first few nights on the ground are likely 
to be torture at best. One can remedy this by picking 
a spot where the ground is not too hard and scooping 
out a low place in the middle to suit the natural de- 
pression to which he is accustomed in his spring bed 
at home. I have seen this utilized many times, and it 
is surprising what relief it will give a tired back. 

“With a tarpaulin spread over and underneath, one 
need not suffer inconvenience from an ordinary rain. 
In case of a deluge it is best to stretch the tarpaulin | 
over a log or pole, as it will shed water more effectively 
as the tautness and pitch are increased. , 

“If you are in the mountains to stay a few nights in 
one place, it pays to make a needle bed.. Make a rack 
about a foot high and fill the lower half with flat 
boughs. For the upper half turn the boughs so the nee- 
dies point upward. This gives plenty of spring, and 
with a little care as fine a bed as one cares to sleep on 
can be built in a little while, 

“Those are some of the things a person picks up from 
roughing it, but the most important requirement for 
camping—that is, if you-are going to enjoy your trip— 

haven't mentioned it. It isn’t a question of equip- 
ent but of disposition—whether you've got the sport- 
ing stamina to go through a hard jaunt and keep sweet. 
There never was a truer saying than, ‘All the dog in a 
man comes out on the trail.’ Maybe you won’t give this 
a whole lot of consideration at the start, when you are 
full of enthusiasm and fresh as a young colt, but just 
store it away in the back of your head for use when 
you are coming down trail in the hot sun with a blis- 
tered foot and your knees ‘bulging’ under you. Did you 
never have \“bulges’ in your knees? Travel down a 
steep mountainside for six hours some day and see 
what it does to you. Then if a few ants turn up in the 
sugar, “nd skippers in the bacon, and a pack animal 
breaks it nobbles and leads you a ten-mile chase, and 
you find game searce and the weather wet—if you don’t 
get cross and want to fight your partner, it’s proof that 
you are the real thing. 

“An old hand will take all these things as a matter 
of course, and if he feels cross he is wise enough not to 
grumble. You will always notice that the smaller a 
community is the harder it seems for its people to get 
along peaceably, and when you get this reduced down to 
two people alone for days, you have a problem of di- 
plomacy to solve usually. It’s a pretty good lesson in 
self-control.

MANY IN NUMBER, REPRESENTING 
THREE GREAT RELIGIONS. 


By Mrs. Mary A. Clark Colquhoun. 


HERE are in Persia many different races, repre- 
senting the three great religions, Judaism, Chris- 
{tianity, and Mohammedanism. Though living side 
by side for hundreds of years, the people of these races 
have mingled but little, scarcely intermarried at all, 
and have exerted little real influence on one another. 
Every man of each nationality hates every man of 
every other nationality with an intense hatred, and the 
chief reason for this feeling is found in their religious 
differences. Religion came fro mthe East, and in the 
Fast today it has an influence over men such as it has 
nowhere else, dividing man from man as it does not do 
even among the most fanatical of western peoples. 
While this race question is such a vital one, there can 
real social unity. 


We will first consider some of the wandering tribes. 
The outfit with which the patriarch Abraham left the 
lad of Ur probably did not differ much from that of the 
nomad family of today, except in the number of tents; 
and the tents themselves, which are of black goats’ 
skins, are exactly like the “tents of Kedar” which we 
read of in the Song of Solomon, where the heroine of 
the poem says: 

“1 am plack, but comely, 
O ye daughters of Jerusalem, 
As the tents of Kedar.” 

The nomads, ot course, live chiefly on the milk 
their flocks and its products. | 

Their tents, a few cooking utensils, and a little bed- 
ding, with their flocks, constitute the worldly posses- 
‘sions of these people, although money in the shape of 
jewelry made from gold and silver coins is common with 
the better class. When they move, their tents, bedding,

Little Armenian girls, to whom the Kurd is the “bug- 
aboo man” with which their mothers frighten them into 
obedience, would perhaps have less fear could they see 
this Kurdish father so lovingly holding his own little 
girl; and yet this very man may have been an active 
leader in the Armenian atrocities of a few years ago. 
Who knows?

the time of Cyrus, we are told, the Persian youths were 


taught three things—to bend the bow, to ride a horse, 
and to tell the truth. The young men of today show no in- 
terest in athletic sports (even the soldiers of the country 
are nearly all Turks) and the last branch which King 
Cyrus caused to be taught to the young men of his day 
has been entirely omitted from the curriculum. 

But perhaps the chief reason why Persia has lost her 
th is 
ple— 
this character and disposition placing them at a greater 
disavantage in some peapects now than it did in ancient 
times. 

The Persians are distinctly an artistic people. Imagi- 
nation and memory are more highly developed with 
them than reasoning power. They are not practical, 
and, they have little real business ability; their chief 
aim in business seems to be to overreach those with 
who mthey have dealings...

The tropical verdure of the wind- 
ward side is unknown in this windless and rainless belt,

Pigeon flying has not become a serious obstacle to 
politics in this country yet, but in Belgium, where it is 
the working people’s favorite sport, it has, according 
to a Socialist plaint quoted by Mr. Seebohm Rowntree 
in his book on Belgian “Land and Labor.” Propa- 
ganda work is declared to be impossible during t=. sum- 
mer because everybody is thinking and talking of noth- 
ing but pigeons. — 

“Wife and child don’t count; family life disappears; 
the social gatherings of the party are no longer at- 
tended; the pigeon alone reigns as absolute master.” Mr. 
Rowntree gives a case of connection between flying pig- 
eon and the land question. 

A man had to move from his house, the site being 
wanted for some public purpose, and he claimed dam- 
ages because his pigeons, having been trained to fly to 
the old pigeon cote, would require training again for the 
new one. The court awarded him £90, one-third ot 
their value. 

Many of the societies whose pigeon-fiying season is 
just starting owe their inception more or less directly to 
the siege of Paris. For the fact that it proved possible 
to send considerably over a million messages during the 
siege by means of pigeons which had had no training 
whatever gave a great impetus to the sport of pigeon 
flying. 

The occasional use by man of the homing instinct of 
the bird can be traced all through the ages. -Hirtius 


and Brutus corresponded by means of pigeons at the 


siege of Modena, pigeons acted as courierg at Alexan- 
dretta and Bagdad and in 1819 thirty-two pigeons liber- 
ated in London all reached Antwerp safely on the fol- 
lowing day. In 1899 a successful pigeon post was estab- 
lished between New Zealand and Great Barrier Island.— 
{London Chronicle,

dile fish is a perfect lubricant, and also used for soft- 
ening leather. In addition to its qualities as a lubri- 
cant and emollient, the oil possesses médicinal qualities 
for which a superiority to the finest of Norwegian cod 
liver is claimed. The flesh of the crocodile fish is ex- 


tensively used by the natives as food and highly relished 


by them as one of the delicacies of the country. Croco- 
dile fish range in length from ten inches to four feet, 
and when dried assume an ashen hue, with lighter shad- 
ings of a bluish ae cee Orleans Times-Democrat.

ABORIGINAL INHABITANTS OF

OW that the doors of the Holy Land have been 

opened wide to civilization, great changes are tak- 

-ing place in this hitherto conservative country. 
Many of the unique and interesting customs of this land 
of the Bible will gradually disappear before the power- 
ful wand of progress; but on the other hand, this 
country which has lain dormant so long will awaken 
from her lethargy and will soon be transformed from a 
barren wilderness into a garden which shall “blossom 
as the rose.” 


With the entry of civilization will come the spirit of 
industry, and the natives who have hitherto lived in in- 
dolence will perceive the benefit of honest work and will 
become learners of trades. Thus the products of the 
country will be turned to account by the natives in- 
stead of being all sent away to Europe, as they have 
been for years past. : 

But there is a class of people who will suffer keenly 
from this general upheaval of ancient customs and by 


: thus being uprooted from a slow, easy-going existence. 


These are the fellaheen, or peasants of Palestine, who 
for centuries have remained unmolested by the influence 
of pioneer business men or agriculturists or that of itin- 
erant missionaries. 

For though Jerusalem has for some time past had 
glimpses of modern life and has endeavored somewhat 
to adapt herself to the demands of her wealthy and 
noble, even royal visitors, who tread her streets at Eas- 
ter, yet the’ people in the villages at a distance away 
have seen and heard little of the actions and life of 
these “Frangi’ Europeans and Americans. 

There is another side to the picture of this advent of 
progress into the Holy Land. It is rather a subject for 
regret that the ancient and peculiar customs, which 
have remained unchanged since patriarchal days, should 
now be revolutionized and patterned after modern coun- 
tries, for, besides being intensely interesting to ethnolo- 
gists, they are living commentaries on the Bible. 


The fellaheen are the only representatives of the 


aboriginal inhabitants of Western Palestine, before the 
Israelites took possession of the country. It is in heir 
manners and speech that the life and language of the 
Bible ts illustrated and reéchoed most vividly. 

The natives of Palestine are divided into three groups 
—the townspeople, or Medaniyeh; the peasants or dwell- 
ers in villages, the fellaheen; and the nomads who live 
in tents and spend their lives roaming, the Bedouins. 

The fellah has a proverb about these three classes of 
people. He says the townsman is the Sultan of the 
world, the peasant is the donkey, and the Bedouin is 
the dog, because he steals his living. 

These three classes of people are quite distinct and 
are distinguishable by their garments. One can tell at 
a glance, not only the village from which a man comes, 
but also his religion, just by his dress and headgear. A 
man sitting in the market place or in the coffee-house 
can, on looking around, recognize the

stable for all the animals. Here horses, cows, sheep, 
poultry and even camels lie down at night at the feet 
of their masters. 

The one luxury in a fellah's home is light—artificial 
light. He still uses the little “Virgin lamp” of clay | 
filled with oil and a wick. To have no light in a home 


| “He sleeps in darkness.” Among the 
many curses in frequent use (and almost every sentence 
has one,) is this one: “May your lamp be put out,” 
which means the life of your family, for life and light 
are symbolical. This was the meaning of David's wish: 
“May the lamp of the wicked be put out.” Perhaps the 
chief characteristic of homes in a village is the open 
door. As few houses have windows the light from the 


door is absolutely necessary. The fellah considers that 
to keep his house wide open and visible to the passer-by 
is a proof that his life is above suspicion, and that he 
does not fear the eye of his neighbor. He believes as 
St. John said that the men who love darkness rather 
than light are those whose deeds are evil. The open 
door is also an outward sign of the hospitable feelings 
of the inmates. There is no secrecy or even privacy in 
a village home. Not only is the door always open, bu 
most of the work of the home is done on the doorstep, 
or in the alley. 

As soon as the sun sets, men, women and children 
and all] the animals seek repose in the four-walled in- 
closure. The evening meal of rice is eaten, the door is 


securely barred, the “lehafs” or comfortables are spread 
out on the floor and the family lie down to sleep on the 
raised platform above the animals. There is no twi- 
light. Darkness gathers immediately after sunset, the 
people hasten home and perfect silence reigns in the 
villages at an hour when occidentals are just beginning 
their evening of work or recreation. As the streets or 
alleys are not lighted, no self-respecting person will 
walk in the streets after dark. 


son when the fruit and vegetables are growing. The 
watch tower and the watchman are often referred to in 
scripture. The “keeper of the tower” has a gun for 
thieves and a sling with which to frighten away the 
foxes—‘“The little foxes that spoil the vines,” as Solo- 
mon said. 

The communal land is apportioned to the villagers 
annually. Each year they receive a different allotment. 


which is the highest and most prominent place on the 
hillside. The Khateeb, who settles all such questions 
for the village, comes to the assembled candidates with 
a bag and some pebbles. On these stones he has written 
the names of the different fields or lots, and these all 
have characteristic names, as “the field of blood,” “the 
field of a rock” and so on. When the pebbles have been 
placed in the bag a boy is called to take them out. He 
passes each stone to one of the circle indiscriminately, 
and the winner of the lot exclaims at once: “This is 
my lot,” devoutly: “May God maintain 
man has received his pebble, the 
reads out the names for them, as they cannot 
read themselves, and they thus become aware of the 
portion of land which is theirs for the year. Hence 
arises the occasion for a man to say as David did: “My 
lines (or lot) have fallen in pleasant places.” 

In order that each man may know the exact limits of 
his territory, the boundary is marked by a double fur- 
row, and at each end are smal! heaps of stones called 
the “stones of the boundary.” It is a very great offence 
for any one to remove a neighbor’s landmarks as it was 


The fellah lives entirely from the produce of his lot. 
He plows it himself in the most primitive way, his oxen 
pulling the simple wooden plow, the iron point of which 
he drives into the ground. He scatters the seeds on the 


lawless Bedouins will steal away his wheat as fast as it 
grows, and so a fellah can never tell when he 
seed whether he will ever reap the harvest. 
why David said: ‘He sows his seed in tears.” 

An interesting feature in the reaping season is the 
observation today of the Levitical command, “not to reap 
wholly the corner of the fields nor to gather the - 
ings of the harvest.” This is the foundation of that 
beautiful idyll of Ruth gleaning in the fields of Boaz. 
After the harvest has begun, a part of the field is left 
“for the poor and the stranger,” and the remarkable 
custom retained since Biblical days is the unwritten law 
of hospitality, which allows the wayfarer to pass through 
a field or vineyard and help himself, but only to what 
he can eat as he walks along. 

The greatest fear and dread in the life of a fellah is 
that caused by the tax gatherer. All the wheat raised 
by the village must be placed on the common thrash- 
ing floor to be assessed by the tax gatherer, who helps 
himself from it liberally at the outset. The peasant has 
absolutely no idea how much or how little will remain 
for him when this greedy official has satisfied his own 
demands. One-tenth of the crop is due to the govern- 
ment for communal land, and the man appointed to col- 
lect that is called the “ashae,” or tenth. The “natoor,” 
or watchman of the village, must also receive an allow- 
ance of wheat in return for his services in protecting 
the inhabitants from robbers, or from the intrusion of 
cattle from other villages or trespassers of any kind. 

The thrashing of the wheat is exceedingly picturesque. 
It always takes place on some flat rock or high promi-

SomME SECRETS OF KRUPP’S WHERE 


70,000 MEN ARE EMPLOYED. 


From a S pecial Correspondent. 


ERLIN, July 12.—In these days when half the 
B world is watching Germany and wondering what 

she will do next in the way of military expansion 
or aggression, the Krupp works constitute the hinge and 
pivot on wHich Germany’s military strength turns. They 
are a constant menace to her foes. It is here that mili- 
tant Germany’s inventive genius and productive power 
are concentrated. and here is the birthplace of myriads 
of engines destined to deal out death and destruction to 
those who venture to thwart the Teuton will. 

_ The Krupp works dominate the whole of Essen, a 
town of about 300,000 inhabitants. Sitaated in the cen- 
ter, close to the rafiway, they, together with their at- 
tendant institutions, cover an area of 500 acres. The 
tentacle arms of the vast establishment stretch out oc- 
topus-like on all sides. Two thousand trucks and over 
fifty locomotives rush along these tracks daily, con- 
veying Germany’s guns, armor plates, ammunition, 
shells, to German’ garrisons, forts, ports and harbors. 
Six thousand tons of coal, coke, and briquettes are 
poured daily into the huge creature's rapacious jaws. 
One and a quarter million tons of fuel are required an- 
nually to appease its insatiable appetite. 


It will be plain to the most casual observer that in 


such circumstances, where Germany's future, prestige 
and fate are concerned, it is almost impossible for the 
‘foreigner to gain access to the works. Argus-eyed jan- 
itors, semi-military guards and trusty agents have to be 
passed and, perhaps, outwitted before the stranger can 
approach the precincts of Krupp’s. Even the highest 
and most distinguished military and artillery officers 
who have served for years in the German army are al- 
lowed to see only a part of the works, and then only 
when provided with special passes signed and counter- 
signed by Krupp officials and the German War Office. 
Strangers who are sufficiently distinguished to ob- 
tain special favors from the German Foreign Office are 
received at Krupp’s with the courtesy and amiability 
that is inseparable today from every German business 
concern, But they are shown only what it lies in the 
interest of Germany for them to see, and nothing more. 
The officials of the works themselves are mostly in 
ignorance of the extent, destination and nature of the 
orders intrusted to their various departments. It is not 
only highly probable, but a matter of common talk, that 
the various officials possess no more information con- 
cerning their work than is absolutely necessary to exe- 
cute the orders given them. All the threads of the 


merely because they stood in need of financial support. 
Other German and French ordnance factories are em- 
bittered by such maneuvers. This embitterment has re- 
cently found expression in a remonstrance in the Ger- 
man Reichstag during the discussion on the German na- 
val budget. Count Oppersdorf, an Ultramontane, com- 
plained of the “monopoly granted to Krupp’s, and the 
firm’s high prices. In reply, Admiral von Tirpitz stated 
that the German government was responsible for the 
enlargement of the Krupp works begun in 1907, for 
which an additional loan of $12,500,000 was taken up, 
and that it had bound itself to accept no other than 
Krupp armor plates and ordnance for a series of years. 
Krupp’s foreign trade is also promoted by the German 
military instructors serving in foreign armies. 
have not been slow to foist Krupp guns, armor plates, 
and even torpedo boats on the countries in which they 
were privileged to serve. :

The systematic protection afforded to Krupp’s by the 
German government has materially assisted the firm in 
its foreign trade. Orders have been frequently captured 
abroad, notably from minor states such as Servia, in 
the teeth of English, American and French competition; 
pressure has been brought to bear on such states by the 
German diplomatic representative. It is stated in Ger- 
many by those who ought to know that Krupp’s orders 
have sometimes been made a sine-qua-von for the ob- 
taining of loans at advantageous terms in the Father- 
land. Necessitous states have, it i; said, gone so far 
as to give orders for batteries of quick-firing guns,

And it is the 
secret arming carried on with a set purpose, without 
stir or vaunt, but unwaveringly, that would enable her 
to do this, and Krupp’s takes the lion’s share in these 
mighty preparations as far as weapons of defense and 
offense are concerned.

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Story of Oberammergau. 


Tue “Passion PLAY” AND EVENTs 


TuaT LED To IT. 
By a Special Contributor. 
ALF a million Americans have gone or are go- 
ing to Europe this year, and practically all of them 
will visit the little out-of-the-way German village 
of Oberammergau, in upper Bavaria. 

Here the world-famous “Passion Play,” the greatest 
of all the miracle plays, is to be given its decennial per- 
formances again this year. Ten years ago it was wit- 
nessed by the greatest number of spectators who have 
attended since it was instituted. This year the atten- 
dance will far exceed that of a decade ago. 

Every ten years for nearly three centuries the vil- 
lagers, peasants, have given the famous old play. Its 
beginning dates back to the close of the Thirty Years 
War, a religious and political struggle which involved 
nearly all the nations of Europe and all but laid waste 
a part of Germany which was the battle ground. 

The contending forces were the Catholic League and 
the Protestant Union, but at times political questions 
overshadowed the religious controversy. 

Nameless misery and devastation followed in the 
wake of the opposed armies. From the shores of the 
Baltic Sea southward through Germany the brutal sol- 
diery of the powers of Europe laid waste the peaceful 
homesteads of a sorely-afflicted nation. 

When at length the invading hosts moved northward 
and abandoned the conflict, leaving behind them smok- 
ing ruins and a plundered land, another and a more 
dreadful affliction was visited upon the country. A ter- 
rible pestilence which the people called the “Black An- 
gel” swept over villages, towns, cities and countryside. 
Whole communities were wiped out in a few days. 
People fied in terror, but were overtaken and stricken 
down. Famine stalked abroad, and even cannibalism 
was known. | 

Most sorely afflicted were the people of the province 
of upper Bavaria. Out of a total population of 200,000 
more than 64,000 perished before the onslaught of the 
terrible and mysterious “Scourage of God.” 

Oberammergau was at that time a prosperous village 
of about $000 inhabitants. The writer, whose home lies 
only fourteen miles northward, has spent many an after- 
noon in reading the grewsome church records of this 
charming little mountain village. Here is one illustra- 
tion taken at random from the musty yellow pages in- 
eased in worm-eaten pigskin: 

“Anton Lechner, his faithful wife, and their nine chil- 
dren, died, all between sunup and sundown, leaving as 
sole survivor their three-year-old and youngest child, 
Christopher.” 

Think of the situation of Baby Christopher left in 
sole possession of the wretched home, surrounded by 
half-wild dogs and great flocks of evil-appearing ravens. 

The faithful historian records also that this little 
child became the father of the illustrious Franhofer, the 
discoverer of the art of lithographing, and the maker 
of the first lens. 

On St. Michael’s Day, in September, 1633, 144 persons 
died horribly from this virulent plague. There was no 
bread in the village to feed the hungry. There were no 
willing hands to lay the bodies of the victims in their 
last resting-place. 

The medical art was then in its most primitive stage, 
and consisted principally of bleeding and the abomi- 
nable “witch tractate.” There seemed to be no way 
to check or mitigate the new and appalling epidemic. 
At the close of that never-to-be-forgotten year when 
a mantle of snow ten feet deep charitably covered the 
pitiful remnants of the devastated farms and the ruined 
homes the pious citizens, under the leadership of the 
courageous parish priest, made the solemn pledge, which 
their descendants for nearly 300 years have faithfully 
carried out, to perform the play which depicts the sor- 
rows and tribulations of the Savior. Every ten years 
the inhabitants of the village have conscientiously and 
faithfully adhered to the solemn obligation of their fore- 
fathers given “in desperate times when God was angry 
with His children” and regularly they have presented 
the great spectacle of the crucifixion of the Son of Naz- 
areth. 

The actors in this sublime tragedy are all inhabitants 
of the village. Most of them have some trade which has 


] been followed in the family since the times when Fred- 


erick the Redbeard in the twelfth century ruled the em- 
pire with wise and gracious policy. Wood carvers and 
potters are in the majority, all doing individual work 
in their humble homes, for a factory is an unknown in- 
stitution in that part of Germany.

_ The writer happens to be personally acquainted with 
John Lang, the son-in-law of the man who for two suc- 


cessive plays has given the world the most faithful por-

They are all simple childlike folks, and, be it said to 
their credit, they have refused all and every tempting 
offer made them by commercial freebooters who have 


sought to exploit them by having them give their play 


outside their sphere. Only people of their own village, 
of flawless life and temperamentally suited for their re- 
spective parts are permitted to participate in the great 
undertaking. The training is most painstaking, and it 
never altogether ceases. The actual rehearsals occupy 
about three months before the performance. The actors 
receive no large financial reward for their work. Only 
the amount they lose through neglect of their daily oc- 
cupation is allowed them. This year Lang, who personi- 
fies Christus, will receive the daily wages of a skillful 
potter, about two marks—50 cents. The Virgin Mary, 
who is required to be a pure unspoiled maiden, receiv

The time and energy required to stage the play each 
time are stupendous. Besides the full rehearsals for the 
three months preceding the actual performance there 
are individual rehearsals for several months preceding 
these. They occupy practically all of the time of the 


The background of the stage is the same stern Alpine 
landscape that served when the idea found its first ex- 
pression in the hearts of the panic-stricken mountain 
folks. In the year 1700 the peaceful town was nearly 
razed when the Succession wars disturbed the domains 
of the Elector Ferdinand, afterward Emperor Karl Al- 
brecht VII. The Austrian soldiers on their march to 
Munich passed through the village creating a panic and, 
according to the village records, ruthlessly murdered 
forty-three unoffending peaceful villagers, sixteen of 
whom were participants in the play. At the same time 
they plundered the village and, vandals that they were, 
carried away and destroyed most of the properties used 
in the play. 


A little more than a century later in the Napoleonic 
wars the village was heavily punished by the Corsican 
upstart for harboring and giving aid and comfort to 
the officers of the imperial army which had just been 
defeated. Nicholas Bruner, who was the Judas Iscariot, 
was taken as a prisoner of war, and died in prison in 
the fortress of Ulm. | 
_ The House of Wittelsbach, rulers of Bavaria, have al- 
Ways encouraged the pious spirit of the villagers. In 
one of the royal palaces there hangs an order of the 
Elector Charles II dated at Belgrade in 1688, which di- 
rects his master of finance to “assist, encourage and 
support the Passion Play in his dear home land, since 
the Turk has us cornered here,” and he closes by say- 
ing: “We all may lose our necks, but we hope to save 
our souls by liberal fasting and praying.” 3 

The visitor to Oberafimergau may notice that the lit- 
tle village church, the sacristy of which dates back to 
1690, is rich in the trophies of war. MHorse-tail stand- 
ards captured by the Prince Emmanuel in half a dozen 
famous battles are covered with cobwebs in a corner of 
the church. Each year these blood-stained mementoes 
of ancient times are carried in the prayer procession 
through the village and the fields to receive the bene- 
diction of the Virgin Mary, through whose heavenly as- 
sistance the glorious sea battle of Lepanto was won. In 
many other respects the village is rich in the memen- 
toes of an age when might made right and the law of 
the survival of the fittest was carried to the utmost de- 


This year’s Passion Play has already begun, and every 
country in the world is sending its pilgrims to the ob- 
scure little village. Though in other places of Europe 
the tourist may find need to sharpen his wits against 
the mercenary wiles and the greed of those who live on

The management of the “Passion Play” has always 
been in safe hands. There has been the utmost desire 
to treat visitors not only with hospitality, but with fair- 
ness and honesty. The amounts charged for the various 
accommodations are always small in comparison with 
the service rendered and infinitessimal in comparison 
with the charges made in many other places abroad. 
The amount realized each year is only about sufficient 
to pay expenses. The Passion Play has never been re- 
garded as a money-making affair. 
are lodged in the private homes of the villagers. 

The trip to Oberammergau is attended by no difficul- 
ties of travel. Trains are run every day during the pe- 
riod the play is being given from all the railroad points 
south of Munich. which, itself, is only six hours’ ride 
from Oberammergau. The village itself is not on a rail- 
road, but stages make trips from the nearest station only 
a few miles distant. Many who go travel from the rail- 
road station to the village on foot over a picturesque 
mountain path. 

As to the play itself one must witness it to gain an 
adequate conception of the intensity of the great tragedy 
of 2000 years ago. The noble countenance of the princi- 
pal actor, who in his daily life all but lives the part he 
plays, is worth the long journey. 
with its host of actors, the wonderfully accurate cos- 
tuming, the consummate art of the actors, and the rev- 
erential spirit, the play takes on a sublimity, a gran- 
deur and a vividness that are inspiring in the highest 
degree and which words cannot express.

Woodpecker on State Seal. 
The downy woodpecker has been selected as the em- 


will adorn the new seal of the State of Washington in 
place o. the bald eagie. The woodpecker has been se- 
lected as the emblem because of its assiduous labor in 
cseaiing the forests ana orchards of various insects and 
Gestruciive borers. 


Hordes of insects thrive upon and with all trees. 
Borers protected from every enemy except the wood- 
pecker work the year around. They dig tunne] after 
tunnel often just beneath the bark of live trees, where 
they do the most harm. : 

As many as sixty borers have been found in one dead 
fruit tree. Borers have been known to riddle a two- 
year-old locust tree. Later ants get started in the aban- 
doned tunnels and other insects help to destroy the 
wood. 

It is the woodpecker that saves so many of the trees 
of both forest and orchard. He began his work thous- 
ands of years ago, and unheeded by most men has been 
at it ever since. Now after a thorough investigation it 
is found that to the woodpecker is due the fact that any 
trees are alive today in the State. 

The woodpecker busy at work when the sun peeps 
over the hill is a persevering bird, searches carefully 
and deals out punishment unsparingly. With the most 
perfect climbing apparatus ever invented, he gets over | 
every part of a tree. He possesses the quickest of eyes 
and the quickest of tongues with which he destroys 
hundreds of eggs that are tucked away in crevices of 
the bark. Any one of these eggs would be enough to 
defoliate an entire branch. 

The woodpecker has ears that can hear the crunch of 
the borer as it eats in the heart of a tree. With accu- 
rate precision he locates the sound and pecks away at 
the wood until he locates and eats the borer. 

There are eight species and eighteen sub-species of 
woodpeckers in Washington that remain the year

QUESTION Wuy Some LIVE IN 
PAIRS, OTHERS IN COLONIES.

T would be interesting to know the real reasons why 

some birds nest in colonies and others do not. Few 

of our smaller birds have nesting places in common, 
but the swallows are exceptions, both the eave and the 
bank swallows. ‘Throughout the West a colony of cliff 
swallows will select a large building, a bridge or a cliff 
and plaster a small area with hundreds of thin mud 
nests. On the other hand, I always find that each pair 
of barn swallows like a whole building to themselves. 
Plackbirds like to nest near together in a certain local- 
.ty. The instinct that prompts a company of these 
birds to take up their homes year after year about the 
game pond cannot be very different from the feeling 


that prompts men to do the same thing. Almost all of 


In a bird of such Jong legs and of such propor- 
tions, one would naturally think his nesting place would 
be on the ground. In the lake region of Southern Ore- 
gon, we did find the great blue heron nesting on the 
ground, surrounded on all sides by gulls, pelicans and 
terns. But in other portions of Oregon and California 
a colony of these same birds will select the tallest firs 
deep back in the forest or the sycamores and willows 
in the midst of a swamp. 

The swamp lands at the lower end of San Francisco 
Bay region are inhabited by two different kinds of he- 
rons, the great blue and the black-crowned night heron.

The great blue heron is one of the most interesting 
birds. It is said that a pair will build an isolated nest, 


but I have never found one. The heron likes a remote 
fishing preserve of his own, for he is a solitary fisher; 
but he loves to live in a small village community where 
he can return each evening and enjoy the social life 
among his neighbors and dwell in mutual protection. 
He is a remarkable fellow to adapt himself to circum- 
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which by a misstep one will sink from one to four feet. 


There were about 700 nests in the whole colony, of 
which the larger number were black-crowned night he- 
rons. Both species occupied the same trees, nesting side 
by side. The larger nests were built almost entirely in 
the tops of the sycamores, while the night herons set 
their platform nests at the very upturned tips of the 
sycamore limbs and in the lower surrounding sycamores 
and alders. 


The largest sycamore of all seemed to be the center 
of business activity in the heron village. It was seven 
feet thick at the base and was 120 feet high, with a 
spread of limbs equal to its height. In this single tree 
we counted forty-one blue heron nests and twenty-eight 
night heron nests; sixty-nine nests in one tree. In an- 
other tree were seventeen of the large nests and twenty- 
eight of the smaller. When I climbed into the treetop, 
I was high above the alders and willows. Set all about 
below in the background of green, were the platforms, 
each holding several eggs of blue. The trees were dot- 
ted in every direction. I counted over 400 eggs in sight.

THe MODERN AND THE ANCIENT 
| NEAR DIEPPE.

HROUGH Dieppe, on the coast of Normandy, 

through all seasons, but chiefly in the summer, by 

day and by night, backward and forward, surges a 
swarm of travelers, holiday seekers and holiday spend- 
ers. They go to and come from the continent. 


The night boat from Newhaven, on the English coast, 
arrives in the early morning, crowded with sleepy folk 
muffied in coats. When there is a fog on the Channel, a 
huge rocket shoots into the skies from the end of the 
pier as soon as the whistle of the spectral steamer is 
heard. Its blazing stars guide the vessel into port. 
Then the perfunctory customs examination takes place 
‘In a hall close by the dock amid a weird mixture of the 
French and English tongues. The train stands ready, 
the dawn begins to show over the pale, grass-covered 
bluffs, and away whirls the express toward Rouen, down 
the lovely valley of the Seine to Paris. Trains from 
Paris and the south are constantly unloading their liv- 
ing freight. 

Dieppe is becoming more popular and more populous 
year by year. It is the French Brighton, the French At- 
lantic City, with none of the vulgarity of Brighton and 
none of the rudeness of Atlantic City. 

The beach is alive with happy children, mothers and 
nurses. Whole families, French and English, come 
hither intact with all their members from youngest to 
oldest. In the splendid Casino, now enlarged, the easy 
and reemingly innocent gambling goes on in a very 
quiet, unostentatious fashion. Excellent classical con- 
certs are given almost every night, and in the pretty 
theater some of the most famous of the Parisian stars 
are seen in brilliant plays. 

All day long the people lie outstretched in the sun 

upon the stony beach or loaf and bask lazily in the shel- 
ter of tiny tents set up haphazard in the plage. The 
fisher folk of the town, in particular, the sturdy, bare- 
legged women with their nets, furnish an element of the 
picturesque that tempts photographers to lie in wait for 
the proper pose and light, or urges artists to make lib- 
eral bids for models. The market days bring all the 
wealth of fruits, flowers, vegetables, butter, eggs and 
cheese of this fair land of Normandy and display it in 
interminable borders of color and freshness along the 
streets. A fair is usually on in full blast, and canvas 
booths, hiding miracles of science or marvels of beauty, 
or flooded with petty merchandise, cumber the cathedral 
square. The hoary cathedral itself towers aloft high 
above this scene of animated bustle and merriment like 
a grim old grandmother above a crowd of sportive in- 
fants. 
' The broken coast near Dieppe is thickly sown with 
tiny plages, mere shingle or sand of small extent. All 
of these little beaches are slowly developing their hotels 
and frail bandbox villas, perched upon the steep bluffs, 
and usually flagrant in color and grotesque in form. 
Tourists and visitors to Dieppe throng to the famous 
Chateau d’Arques, a noble ruin and well-preserved. It 
is situated with medieval foresight against assault and 
siege, upon a commanding eminence high above a val- 
ley, frowning upon the town of d’Arques—which lies a 
few miles from Dieppe. It was here that Henri the 
Eighth obtained a victory over the English and the 
great King, hewn in crumbling stone, still caprioles on 
his steed above a ruined arch. 

Attention should be called to the fine ruins of a great 
fortress-chateau in an isolated position, but very close 
to Dieppe. It lies in the pine woods of the Manoir de 
Bernonville at Hautot-sur-Mer, now in possession of an 
avocat of Paris, upon a hill that faces toward pretty 
Pourville. A blue stretch of the sea forms its back- 
ground. English and American visitors know little of 
this interesting burg, and seldom visit it, yet it is as 
much worth going to see as many another ruin more 
widely known. it has lain in a state of romantic neg- 
lect since the days when the English invaders sacked 
and burned it. The immense walls are half-hidden by 
vegetation, yet their massive, flinty bulks stand forth 
defiant and bare, and the deep moat is clearly defined. 
This ancient stronghold of the seigneurs of Hautot was 
built in the times of Charlemagne, 1100 years ago, and 
was destroyed at the close of the War of a Hundred 
Years, which raged from 1337 to 1437. In 1583 the Duc 
de Longueville, then lord of the fief of Hautot, gave 
permission to remove some of the stones of the fortress 
for the construction of a chapel at Dieppe. A similar 
liberty was given to Capuchins of Dieppe in 1626. The 
ancient piers of the porta! still stand upright, gray pil- 
lars of the past, and a rustic bridge has been thrown 
across the moat, whose waters have vanished long ago 
and whose once bloodstained sides are now lined with 
tender ferns and grasses. 

Close by the foot of a great oak tree I unearthed sev- 
eral square floor tiles of medieval design and manufac- 
ture, some of them bearing the ancient symbol of the 
fleur-de-lys. 

A venerable lady, residing at the manoir, a picturesque 
structure in the French Gothic style, related to me how 


| a peasant, while clearing paths through the grounds, had 


come upon several Roman urns, lamps and coins. In 
another part of the estate, relics of the stone age had 
been found. Each age had left its mark, upon the re- 
gion and its reminders in the soil. This interesting old 
dame likewise led me to a spot in_the center of the 
ruins. 

“Pick up yon large stone and fling it on the ground,” 
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‘she said, pointing to a good-sized boulder. I threw the 
rock forcefully upon the turf. A hollow sound was 
heard. 


“It is supposed there is a buried chamber below,” she 
said, “containing weapons and armor—even treasure, 
perhaps. The present owner of the estate shows no in- 
terest in the matter—so nothing has ever been done.” 
The peasants of Offranville and the neighboring ham- 
lets repeated to me the tales and traditions of the 
treasure. Some held it accursed, some haunted, but few 
doubted its existence. 


I investigated the spot with crowbar and spade. Tons 
and tons of the flinty débris from the walls, packed into 
an impenetrable mass, trodden down by the heels of 
hundreds of years and cemented by countless rains, com- 
posed the ground. It was certain that only dynamite 
could be of use here. I estimated that in all likelihood 
at least ten or twelve feet of this stubborn stone, as 
solid as concrete, lay upon the roof of the hollow vault 
beneath. But with six stalwart peasants and several 
days’ heavy work, I would have undertaken to lay bare 
the ancient mystery of this buried chamber in the an- 
cient fortress of d’Hautot. 

What finds of archaeological worth may yet be made, 
what treasure trove may yet be found in the earth-sealed 
vaults of this ragged and broken ruin, lying undisturbed. 
through the centuries and still safe, close by one of the 
great continental highways of travel and traffic, it is 
not for me to say, nor to surmise, but for pickax and 
blasting powder and human muscle to lay bare.

ROYAL RELATIONSHIPS. 


CONSANGUINITY AMONG THE REIGNING Houses 
OF Evkorr. 


{London Answers:] In earlier days it was always 
the object of each reigning monarch to marry his sons 
or me daughters to the children of neighboring rulers. 
In this way he coujd , Or believed he could, secure peace 
for his people 


If today it were impossible for two countries whose, 


ruling houses were related to quarrel, Europe at large 
might literally turn the sword into a plowshare, for if 
we except Turkey and Italy there is absolutely no other 
ruling family upon the continent of any importance with 
whom George V is not allied by ties-of blood. 

Two of the most powerful thrones in Europe are oc- 
cupied by first cousins of our King. The mother of 
Kaiser Wilhelm was King Edward's sister, while the 
mother of the Czar Nicholas of Russia is sister of Queen 
Alexandra. 


Denmark, being the original home of Queen Alexan- 


dra, is the country with which Great Britain’s royal house 


has become closely linked, and the alliance was further 
strengthened by the marriage of the King’s sister Maud 
to the Danish Prince who is now King Haakon of Nor- 
way. 


The marriage of young Alfonso of Spain with the 


daughter of Princess Beatrice created a close link bes. 
tween the two countries and placed a royal crown upon 
the head of another cousin of the King. 


The Czarina, as well as her august husband, is a 


cousin of our King. She was Alix Victoria, youngest - 


daughter of the late Princess Alice, and is therefore a 
first cousin of the occupant of the British throne. The 
family likeness between the Czar and King George is 
very strong, and the two are excellent friends. 
Another country, the throne of which will in all hu- 
man probability be occupied by two first cousins of the 
British King, is Greece. The present King George of 
Greece, who was elected King by the Greek National As- 
sembly, in 1863, is a brother of the Queen Mother Alex- 
andra and is uncle of Britain’s present King. His eld- 
est son, the Duke of Sparta, heir apparent to the throne 
of Greece, married the Princess Sophia, youngest sister 
of the German Emperor and also a cousin of George V. 


King George V is also connected, although not so — 


closely, with the reigning families both of Belgium and 
Holland. The Belgian royal family is related to the 
Saxe-Coburg-Gotha house, of which the late Prince Con- 
sort was a member, and the late King Leopold was a 
second cousin of King Edward VII. 

The Queen of Holland is not credited with particularly 
kind feelings toward England. During the Boer War 
her sympathies were rather with the Boers than the 
English. Nevertheless she is fairly closely connected 
with reigning houses of Great Britain, for the Duchess 
of Albany is daughter of the late Prince George of Wal- 
deck and therefore aunt of Queen Wilhelmina. 

_It is a curious fact and difficult to believe that the 
present heir to the throne of little Roumania has, as far 
as descent goes, actually a better title to the British 
throne than any member of Britain’s royal family. 
Young Prince Carol of Roumania, who is now just 17, is 
directly descended from Henrietta, youngest daughter 
of Charles I. The line runs through Louis XV of 
France, Princess Charlotte of Spain, Pedro IV of Portu- 
gal 4d so down to King Ferdinand, who married Prin- 
cess Marie, granddaughter of Queen Victoria and cousin 
of King George V. 7 7

SOME SUGGESTIONS FOR THEIR Im- 
| PROVEMENT. 


HERE is no good reason why back yards in Cali- 

fornia may not be equally as ornate as the front 

yard. As they are used each day in the year in 
much the same manner they should not be neglected 
or forgotten, as they are in the eastern States while the 
snow covers the ground. Few deciduous trees are used 
here, so no leaf litter marks the season's untidiness. 
Nevertheless, if deciduous trees have any use in South- 
ern California it is in the backyard where children play 
and need shade in summer and sunshine in winter. 


~~ Asfew back yards are really tidy, much less beautiful, 


and many may usually be seen from one, the first neces- 
Sary step is to inmclose yours. A tight board fence is 
preferable to anything but a brick wall, but if the fence 
be an open one, it needs just the same treatment as a 
wall, for in order to have cheerfulness and snugness, 
we must be in an inclosure of living green. We have 
a multitude of evergreen vines that grow fast so that no 
dearth of material may justly. be urged as an excuse for 
bare walls or fences. Not only are suitable vines plenty, 
but they are cheap. The best cover should be the aim, 
no matter about flowers, brilliancy or profusion of blos- 
soms ‘3 not the end sought. : 

A place should be cut of by vine-covered trellis, 
hedge, or shrubbery masses, where cans for ashes, gar- 
bage and other rubbish may be kept. If a compost 
heap or occasional piles of garden fertilizers are in evi- 


dence, these and everything of a like nature should go 
into the inelosure noted so that the yard will present | 
a neat appearance and free as possible from any unde-— 
Where rubbish or garbage is 


sirable sights or smells. 
kept, a lemon verbena, bay tree or strongly-scented 
plant might be placed so that any one entering the little 
inclosure would brush against it and set free the wel- 
come fragrance. Sweet-smelling flowers should also be 
used in profusion everywhere. The back yard is pecu- 
liarly a place for the old-fashioned perennials. The 
“cut and come again” plants provide some kind of flow- 
ers throughout the year. With the very minimum of 


cost the back yard may be made as attractive as any 


part of the home grounds. 


The Desert Mesquite Tree. 


N the desert portions of a half-dozen counties of 
Southern California there grows one or two species 


, .20f shrubs or small trees known as mesquites. Few of 


them are found in cultivation, but for hot, dry, sandy 
tracts they would prove useful as well as ornamental 
One species is the Screw Bean or Screw Pod Mesquite 
(Prosopis pubescens,) and the other, which we illus- 
trate, is better known as Algaroba or Honey Mesquite 
(Prosopis julifiora,) though the name Algaroba is also 
fised for the cultivated European tree known locally as 
St. John’s Bread (Creatonia siliqua.) Neither species of 
mesquite has much value as a garden ornamental.

Hold the buds with one hand and take a stick like 
a toothpick and crowd off the buds which you wish to 
dispose of. You will make some mistakes here. If you 
should leave a leaf bud instead of a flower bud all is 
not lost. The leaf bud will make a branch which will 
in a short time present a terminal cluster like the one 
with which you have just dealt; \ 
breaking out of buds must not be neglected for a few 
days, but must be attended to at the proper time. , 

Kaimia Latifolia.

At the Huntington place a series of sprinklers have been 
so placed that a fine spray can be showered over the 
plants, which are, of course, planted in the shade of 
large oak trees. No success would come from planting 
in the sun.

Watering Chrysanthemums. 

URING the early period of growth (now just passed) 

the plants should not be kept too wet, yet never let 
the roots get dry. After the last topping water copi- 
ously. It is well to wash with the sprinkler the dust 
from the leaves about once a week; do this at the close 
of the day. Adobe soil will not stand so much water- 
ing as the loamy soil. Judgment must here be used. 


Artificial Coloration of Flowers. 


VERYBODY knows, says Nouvelle, 
that by plunging the stems in aqueous solutions of 
various colors, we can obtain ip less than an hour’s time, 


flowers with petals artificially tinged in a beautiful way. 


The solutions should be of a strength of seven or eight 
grammes to the liter of water. When the desired tint fs 
obtained withdraw the stems and put them in plain 
water. The colors that may be employed are as fol- 
lows: 

Acid yellow AT, which imparts a canary yellow. 

Orange GG., tints in orange. 

Cyanol FF, which colors a deep bine. 

Acidmagenta, colors in purple red. 

Grocine MOO., colors in salmon red. 

Crystal scarlet CR., colors a pale salmon. 

Beta naphol black, colors a deep gray. 

Mixtures of equa! parts of acid yellow and cyanol 
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yield a green color; acid yellow and acid magenta, a 


crimson; and cyahol with acid magenta, a purple.

N Central and Northern California there is often need 

of deciduous street trees. In parts frosts are too se- 
vere to allow of planting our best evergreens, and 
again dry roads in winter are a necessity. With us of 
the south the problem is not so complex. Nearly all of 
Southern California proper (and it is all very proper, 
consists of a wide mesa sloping from the mountains to 
the sea, and we have an abundance of surface drain- 
age, while nearly all of our soil is porous so that streets 
and roads quickly dry. 

In many parts of our great State the country is nearly 
level with a consequent slow run-off. Then, too, some 
soils are clay-like and impossible to travel over unless 
kept somewhat dry. In such places evergreen trees 
are out of question on streets and roads running east 
and west. Some people also prefer deciduous trees.

single pen of pure-blooded fowls, keeping a record of 
food consumed, eggs and carcass produced, and then cal- 
culate his profits. This sort of experience if intelli- 
gently followed with the aid of the printed book, will 
give a base for future and larger operations. Possibly, 
a@ secondary step would be artificial incubation and 
brooding. This will require a trifle more study and 
closer application. Get a small machine—we prefer a 
120-egg size, and “try her out” on a hatch or two. 
Here again it is advisable to use the printed directions 
as a guide. The economic phases of the experience 
should be kept well in hand; the quantity of oil used, 
eggs discarded because infertile, deaths in the shell, and 
the final results carefully noted. Brooding is so closely 
allied to artificial incubation, that it comes almost un- 
der the same head. The handling of the chicks from 
the nursery trays of the incubator to the brooder and 
“putting them on their feet” is an operation not with- 
out its perplexities. Feeding and caretaking at this 
stage requires careful study and constant attention. By 
close application the novice will pick his way and bring 
the young stock to maturity, without serious loss, since 
the numbers are comparatively smal! and hence each in- 
dividual bird can be more closely observed than if the 
flock was larger. 


When at the broiler stage (from two to three months 
of age,) the surplus males can be disposed of and the 
caretaker bend all his energies on bringing the pullets 
to the laying period. The thing to do when the young- 
sters leave the incubator is to raise them. The princi- 
pal thing is to keep them growing; a setback is never 
fully recovered. “Only the best” should be the watch- 
word. A good bird is always the profitable one from 
“every point of view. To raise them implies much more 
than merely keeping them alive. To do this success- 
fully is almost the keystone to success in poultry cul- 
ture. A careful record should be kept for reference and 
study. 

With this experience will have come some knowledge 
‘as to houses and yards, drinking fountafns, feed 
troughs, and all the other requisites that go to the 
equipment of a plant. The beginner will of course feel 
his way, and by a little study and observation will be 
quite sure to “go straight,” or at best to avoid grievous 
mistakes. 


There are some things, however, that are liable to. 
bump into the line of progress of the beginner. Chief 
among these are disease and vermin. It were best that 
every beginner study the diseases of poultry, so that he 
will at least possess a rudimentary knowledge of their 
cause and cure. Comparison of houses and yards, large 
and small flocks, classes and breeds, egg-producing sorts 
and meat varieties, disqualifications according to stand- 
ard requirements, and many other points, pertain more 
to a post-graduate course in poultry culture, rather than 
to the primary essentials, all of which will appeal to 
the man who possesses a love for the bird and aptitude 
for the business. 


The Russian Goose. 


From a late issue of the Poultry World of London, we 
learn much of practical value touching the Russian 
goose, a variety but little known outside of its own 
country, and wholly unknown on the Pacific Coast. Its 
culture is much the same as with the Embden and Tou- 
louse goose. The birds are hardy, lay well, and the 
young are not difficult to raise. Its principal difference 
is its pugnacity or fighting quality. It will strike Amer- 
- fean readers as out of the ordinary to learn that in 
Russia it is often bred for fighting purposes, much the 
game as we breed the game breeds in the southern 
States. The Russian goose attains a good size with a 
heavy breast, so that it possesses an economic value for 
its fine carcass. The head of the Russian goose is of 
the bulldog type, and the neck and body have a stiff 
and sturdy appearance, according well with the head. 
There are two varieties—the white and the gray, and 
there is a sub-variety, with a plumage that is 
termed “cla ored.” The eye, as is generally the 
case in all fighting breeds of fowls, is large, round, and 
full, but varies much in color, from black to very light 
blue. The legs are stout and well set, and the bird, 
though not active-looking, is exceedingly so, and for- 
ages well, needing, on a good range, but very little 
hand food.

A Handy Poultry Driver. 


The art of handling chickens, and especially the grow- 
ing stock, is a matter of no small concern nor of easy 
accomplishment. The vicious practice of “shooing” with 
arms gesticulating is not only trying to the nerves of 
both bird and operator, but it often leads to a loss of 
temper and severe words. The aim should be to quietly

drive the birds, so as not to fret them. As a means to 
an end the illustration shown herewith pictures a sim- 
ple contrivance, the materials of which are to be had in 
this State for the mere trouble of gathering. Take an 
ordinary leaf of the fan palm (Washingtonia filifera) 
wired to a long stick. Used gently, the young chicks 
may be easily guided in any direction,. and are not so 
apt to be frightened as by “shooing’ with a woman flap- 
ping an apron up and down, much like the four arms 
of an old Dutch windmill. Try it. 


Caught on the Wing. 


During the warm weather gather the crop of hen fruit 
daily, and market frequently or else cold storage. De- 
composition takes place rapidly when the thermometer 
loafs about the 90s, 

A small lump of copperas, about the size of a pea, 
placed in the drinking water twice a week will act as a 
preventive of bad conditions. 3 , 


Plow up the chicken yard once in a while during the 
summer. Exposing the undersoil to the air and turn- 
ing the top under, tends to keep it sweet and pure— 
besides, the fowls like it. 


The American Poultry Association licenses poultry 
judges at $10 per; it is now proposed to reduce this to 
$2. If feasible to “license” (make) a judge, why not 
add to its uses by licensing breeders, fanciers, and poul- 
try writers?

Harvest Time in Kansas. 


DINING CaRsS A RELIEF FOR THE 
FARMERS’ WIVES. 


From New York Sun. 


BILENE (Kan.) July 7.—Busy days are these for 

the farmer’s wife of the wheat belt. It is harvest 

™ time, bringing from six to ten strange men to ev- 

ery meal. They come to breakfast at 5 a.m., again to 

dinner at noon, and to supper at 8 in the evenirg. They 

are ravenously hungry, devouring the eatables at a rate 

that would make a city woman gasp; but they must be 
fed. 


“It is difficult to make people realize why we so dread 
to see harvest time come,” said the woman on a Central 
Kansas farm. “The men desire clear, hot weather, and 
do not mind the heat when they are in the fields; but 
they do not think of the weary women toiling over a 
hot stove indoors. 

“Since harvest began, it seems as though I would 
mever get enough bread and butter made. I used to 
bake and churn once a week, but now twice or even 
three times are often not enough.” 

A little later in the season the memory of harvest 
days seems merely a preparation for the increased labor 
that threshing brings. Because it is cheaper to feed 
the men on the farm where much of the necessary food 
is produced than to hire a cook-shack crew, the strug- 
gling farmer “boards the hands.” Chickens, eggs, milk, 
vegetables and fruit from the place are always ready, 
besides the fresh meats, home-made butter and canned 
fruits the woman from town would have to buy. The 
farmer's wife must feed the twelve men composing the 
threshing crew and the six hired men who hau) the 
grain from separator to granaries or to town. 

Help in the kitchen is scarce at any time, but in the 
summer the farm woman's Only resource is the neigh- 
bor girl. Fortunately this is available when the work 
is hard This is the way the country correspondent 
for the county-seat paper puts it: “Lacille Wilson is 
helping Mrs. Elmer Johnson during harvest.” That is 
society news, and every one in the neighborhood is in- 
terested in it. 

At mealtimes the workers, eighteen coatless, blue- 
overalled men, come tramping into the dining-room, 
having “washed and combed” out of doors. All sit down 
together, for no one is needed to wait on the table. 
Everything is arranged so that each can help himself. 
The menu is something like this: Chicken pie, pota- 
toes and gravy, hot biscuits and butter, sweet corn, 
canned tomatoes, watermelon pickles, honey, baked ap- 
ples, pumpkin pie, coffee. 
' ‘The men literally “pitch in.” A college boy who had 
tried it sald: “I never realized what good cooking was 
until I spent a summer on Kansas farms, helping in the 
barvest.” 

Every farmer's wife has at least one dream. For some 
it has already materialized; for many it will soon be 
reality. One woman said: “We want to build a tenant 
house where the older barn now stands. The man will 
help my husband and be overseer when necessary. His 
wife will board and room all the men, do the washing 
and help me when I need her. We can get away from 
bere then, and shal! take our postponed wedding trip.” 

Out of desperate need one solution of the woman's 

harvest problem has come. It is the cook shack, or in 
other words the dining car of the plains. The thresh- 
ing outfit you see chugging along the dusty road drags 
along in the rear one of these moving kitchens. From 
the time the first wheat is cut until the middle of No- 
vember it moves from farm to farm. Usually its mis- 
tress is the wife of the threshing-machine owner, and 
she takes as much interest in it as in her home. 
- Stationed out in a yellow sea of stubble one such 
manager pointed proudly to her “private car,” as she 
called it. It was built along the lines of a Pullman, as 
wide and nearly as long, the roof ventilated, the only 
door at the side. 

Its mistress led to her boudoir. The room was eight 
feet square, containing a folding bed, wash stand, mir- 
ror and chair.

“WHITE MOTHER MOSCOW.”’ 


BARBARIC SPLENDOR OF THE RUSSIAN ROYAL 
PALACES THER™. 


Though St. Petersburg is nominally the capital of 
Russia and serves its purpose in being “a window 
through which the Russians can look into civilized 
Europe,” the true capital is “White Mother Moscow,” 
as the mujik affectionately styles the venerable city. 
What the Acropolis was to Athens and the Capitol to 
Rome the Kremlin is to Moscow, says the Rosary Mag- — 
azine. 


It is a city within walls which measure 7280 feet, in- 
close three cathedrals, seven churches, a convent, a 
monastery, three imperial palaces, the Senate House, 
ve Synodical building and the Tower of Ivan the Ter- 
rible. 


Owing to the curious Russian custom of constantly 
renewing with whitewash, paint or gold even the most 
ancient and sacred of their buildings, the first glimpse 
of Moscow’s snow-white walls, above which rises an 
effiofescence of bulbous cupolas, spires, pinnacles and 
pyramids colored bright blue or green or gilt with gold, 
astounds the traveler who associates age with grayness 
and decay. 


At the same time one cannot but feel attracted by the 
striking individuality of this city, which, scorning the 
conventions of modern Europe, glitters proudly in bar- 
baric. splendor. Within the Kremlin the Czars receive 
their crown “from God and the Fatherland,” and here 
they come subsequently to speak and act in all the most 
decisive moments of their reigns. Hence it has caused 
some wonder that Nicholas II did not go to Moscow to . 
proclaim war with Japan. . 

The Russian court is said to be the richest in Europe, 
the minimum revenue of the Czar being estimated at 
$7,500,000. Besides the Grand Palace in the Kremlin, 
with its magnificent throne room, the Czar has twelve 


residences in or near St. Petersburg, including the Win- 


ter Palace, where 6000 people can be entertained, one of 
the most spacious and striking homes of European roy- 
alty, and the Hermitage, which contains one of the 
best art collections in the world. 


At Peterhof there is a group of royal residences and 
parks, with gardens rivaling those at Versailles, and at 
Tsarskoe-Seloe, about twelve miles from St. Petersburg, 
there are several] palaces, on one of which Catherine the 
Great lavished wealth, decorating the facade with fig- 
ures gilded with gold leaf, a method of ornamentation 
which cost her subjects more than 3,000,000 ducats. 


The interiors of the palaces are still more magnificent; 
walls are encrusted with rare lapis lazuli; ebony floors 
are inlaid with floral designs in mother of pearl, ceil- 
ings are lined with amber, one room in the Kremlin 
shines with the purest gold, and everywhere precious 
marbles and exquisite mosaics are to be seen. 


The splendor of the Russian jewels exceeds all powers 
of description; we know that Catherine the Great’s coro- 
nation robe was so heavily laden with gems that it took 
twelve chamberlains to support it. The Czar’s throne, 
which belonged to the last Emperor of Constantinople, is 
of finest ivory studded with precious stones, and that 
of the Czarina contains 1223 rubies and 876 diamonds, 
besides pearls and turquoises. 


Splendid fétes are given in the Winter Palace during 
the season, and one is almost weary of traversing the 
many gorgeous halls which lead to the state ball room, 
where the towering white marble pillars are mirrored 
by the polished floor, where a soft light is diffused by 
lamps concealed by tropical plants and ferns rising in ) 
banks against the walls and where, mingling with the ~ 
strains of the orchestra, one hears the warbling of birds 
hanging in gold cages under tall palm trees.

Why the Fruit Tariff? % 


N looking over an immense lemon orchard upon the 
borders of Los Angeles and Orange counties a few 
days ago I was impressed with the great economic 
: importance of the California lemon business to the con- 
oe. @ sumers upon the North American continent. Wipe 
- a out the lemon industry of this State and then would 
lemons be cheaper or more expensive to the trade which 
. finds this fruit a necessity of life, especially during hot 
: weather? Take away the tariff and the industry would 
practically disappear. Why? 
4 If freight rates were fixed upon a scale that would 
‘ give the railroads € per cent. upon the actual capital 
employed in transporting lemons the rate would still 
o2 a great tax upon the fruit. The average distance to 
‘Chicago, the nearest heavy market and great distribu- 
; tive point, is 2384 miles over ti.e three principal lines 
* carrying this fruit. In go'az over the mountains these 
lines nust lift @ car o. icmocns an average perpendicu- 
tar of three and ove-half miles. It is a freight requir- 
ing special care ord speed en route, and the best equip- 
ment in cars. The im:mense tonnage of citrus fruits, 
however, justifies a lowering of freight rates and the 
ease and promptness with which the shipping concerns 
supply this traffic are elements tending toward cheaper 
rates by the carriers. But physical difficulties and dis- 
tances will always require heavy expenditures upon the 
. part of the producers even under idea) facilities of 
: transportation, and when the lemon growers come to fig- 
ure with the tariff commission they will have a case 
worth presenting on its merits and one that will receive 
recognition. The same is true of all California fruits, 
and if a tariff commission ever comes to consider the 
economics of value to California fruit producers and 
their eastern customers, we need fear little harm in 
the readjustments of the tariffs. . 
Californians must pay heavy freight rates upon what 
they consume of the products of the East. Manufac- 
turers often advertise express-delivered goods free to 
points as far westward as the Rocky Mountains. Not so 
to California. The buyer pays at least the excess ex- 
press rates. Freights are always higher. Yet the Cali- 
fornians must pay the same import and excise duties to 
the general government—the same taxes for national 
internal improvements, maintenance of army and navy 
and all other Federal expenses. It is acknowledged 
that our State is doing as much or more than any other 
- State toward the general progress of the nation in pro- 
portion to her population. Why not the tariff upon for- 
eign fruits? Why not place our people upon a basis 
of equality with cheap orchard labor and ocean freights 


from the Old World? These principles and the facts 


hela that establish them should be thoroughly discussed in 
et preparation for the time tariff reformers tell us the new 
4 commission will try to settle duties upon the principle 
of justice to both producer and consumer. We may be 
assured that then California will have valid reasons for 
securing protection to her great fruit industries.

“California Hay Fever, 
A PASADENA subscriber writes me to discourage the 


planting of certain eastern wild flowers in California, 

On account of. hay fever which he says he left New York 

to escape. It is the Golden Rod that my correspondent 

especially objects to, for it is accompanied by hay fever 

wherever it grows. I see many fine clusters of Golden 

te Rod just coming into bloom about the yards, and I 

ye hasten to assure those addicted to the disease that all 

< the Golden Rod in the world would not induce one case 
of hay fever. ! 

That awful affliction of the eyes, nose, and bronchi is 
caused alone by the pollen of grasses. Instead of be- 
ing a “cold in the head” it is a nervous affection. The 
pollen of Gramineas secretes a poison which incites 
nervous disease called hay fever. This toxin has been 
extracted from rye, barley, wheat, rice and maize, and 
“no doubt exists in the pollen of all the grasses. The 
extracted poison has been used again and again in pro- 
ducing “artificial” hay fever. From the best authori- 
ties we have it is plainly proved that this disease can- 
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not be caused by Golden Rod or any other plant out- 
side the grass famliy. Hay fever is not of much impor- 
tance in California. It does not affect all people any- 
where, being mostly confined to those with predisposi- 
tion to some nervous disease, to those with some ab- 
normality of the nasal organs or to those specially ex- 
posed to pollen heavily charged with the toxin. 
* 

Pork-Barrel the Grass. 

OU have Johnson grass in Southern California? I'll 

tell you how to exterminate it. Turn the hogs in on 
it and let them eat it out, root and stalk, while you 
wait. Such little points as where to get the swine, the 
fact that the grass prefers the banks of a domestic water 
ditch, is often found in a valuable orchard, and would 
respond splendidly to the rooting method of cultivation 
cut no figure. It is the only remedy, for one farmer has 
tried it. The long series of other experiments in the 
eradication of Johnson grass are set at nought. Hogs 
will do it, and that’s all there is to it. And the great 
news has gone out over the State as an inspiration. 
Does it fatten the hogs? Lincoln had a friend who 
planted artichokes for hogs and turned them into the 
fleld to prevent digging the “fruit” and feeding it. But 
the ground was frozen solidly the next night, and it 
was a case of root hog or die. The worst thing about 
these labor-saving devices is that they do not work out 
as expected. The publication of the hog method of ex- 
terminating Johnson grass has set back real progress 
by sensible methods perhaps for years. Meantime the 
grass will continue to flourish and cause the aban- 
donment of the usual acreage of good land every year. 


White Fly Parasite, 


S. WOGLUM is on his way to Washington, there to 
i oeka upon a mission he has undertaken to dis- 
cover some form of insect life that will attack the white 
fly. He will continue the work under the Bureau of 
Entomology, the department that has been directing 
the fumigating experiments under Woglum for the three 
last years. His mission shows that there is faith in 
the efficacy of parasitic work in other places, the imme- 
diate cause of this expedition being the uncontrollable 
spread of the citrus white fly in Florida. Of course 
California has realized both the success and futility of 
such missions as Mr. Woglum is undertaking, and we 
have had so many failures in our importations of bene- 
ficial insects that it is most discouraging. Yet with the 
awful scourages of scales in California and flies in Flor- 
ida, what can our own State do but to continue trying 
every point that might finally bring relief to some fruit 
industry. 
For example, the Florida News says: “The smaller 
and beautiful cities along the seaboard railroad from 
Pensacola to Jacksonville have been for a number of 
years scourged with the white-fly pest. During July 
and August it is impossible for women and children to 
enjoy cool afternoons and evenings, so many billions of 
white flies are present in the atmosphere.” What a 
scourge it would be in California where so much out- 
door life is enjoyed of afternoons and evenings! I hope 
the burea under control of Dr. Howard may find some 
controlling insect through the Woglum mission, for it 
seems impossible to ind any means of holding the white 
fly in,check by the use of remedies. Verily California 
escaped a dreadful plague by promptly eliminating the 
white fly. |

Canned Beans, 
HEN at the far upper corner of Clear Lake a few 
days ago I was shown a hundred-acre field of beans. 

Not a very large bean patch measured from the view- 
point of Los Angeles, Orange or Ventura counties, and 
relating to ripe beans. But the industry at Upper Lake 
is unique, as all this crop is to be canned green. The 
cannery is owned and operated by Mr. Mendenhall, and 
the reputation he has established is excelled by no other 
similar institution in the country. It is said that Lake- 
county string beans have the finest reputation of all ex- 
cept one cannery in Maine. 

Mendenhall began operations about five years ago. He 
canned 150 cases, sending them to as many different 
points as samples of what the cannery could put out in 
the way of beans. The business grew rapidly. 
season he grew sixty acres, canning 14,000 cases from 
the output. The-beans have now such a reputation that 
the limit of demand is not in sight, this year requiring 
an additional forty acres to satisfy customers. Twenty 
thousand cases will be put up this summer, requiring 
-all the help that all the upper end of the county can 
supply. The capacity of the cannery at present is 500 
eases per day, the beans having to be hauled about thirty 
miles to the nearest shipping point. What is it that has 
made the little hamlet of Upper Lake the center of 
string-bean canning for the great West? The man, the 
soil and the climate. 

Mr. Mendenhall cans nothing but the products of his 
own farms. Starting into the business without a dol- 
lar and upon borrowed capital, he now owns a large lot 
of fine land and has just bought another tract of allu- 
vium containing 100 acres, most of which is planted to 
beans while his other lands are devoted to rotated 
crops. He plants only one variety, a large white bean 
known locally as the “Crease Back” bean. His cooking 
is all done in the old-fashioned way—boiling over a fire. 
Last year a rival firm at Upper Lake attempted to cook 
by steam, but made a great failure of it. When the 
case were sampled after delivery at San Francisco it 
was found that the cooking was not properly done. So 
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Within a decade from the date of the 
American demonstration of the unique fitness of Cali- 
fornia for vegetable growing there arose occasion for 
frequent exhortations to California farmers to restore 
the garden to its proper place in farm plan and policy, 
and yet California farmers neglected to supply their 
own tables and the proper adornment of their house 
yards until the ranch home in this land of beauty and 
grand horticultural opportunities became a by-word for 
unthrift and desolation. Fortunately there has been 
such wonderful improvement during the last. decade 
that these epithets no longer apply to California coun- 
try homes.—[Wickson’s California Vegetables. 
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Bean Anthracnose. 


‘AJEARLY every one is familiar with the spotted ap- 

pearance of snap beans, especially of the wax- 
podded varieties. This all too common disease has 
been known for many years, and a good description has 
been given of it by Beach and Halsted. 

The disease, which is of fungus origin, goes under a 
number of names, as rust, wilt, pod spot, etc. As there 
is a true rust and a wilt, caused by bacteria,.the name 
pod spot or anthracnose is preferred for it. 

Practically all parts of the bean plant except the roots 
are subject to attack of the fungus. The most common 
indication of the presence of the disease is the occur- 
rence of brown or black sunken areas on the stems, 
leaves, and pods. They may also appear on the seed 
leaves (cotyledons) and stems of the plant soon after 
it appears above ground and cause considerable losses 


through a reduction in the stand. On the older plants | 


the attack is most serious on the larger veins of the 
leaves, and the leaf may be wholly destroyed or its 
efficiency greatly reduced. From the stems and leaves 
the fungus spreads to the pods, and as many are ren- 
dered unsightly, considerable direct loss is occasioned. 

The presence of the fungus is often unnoticed until it 
appears upon the young pods. On these it produces 
small brown or rusty spot, which enlarge and darken 
until they become nearly black. The affected tissues 
of the pod dry, leaving sunken areas, in the centers of 
which may be seen small pink spots, masses of spores 
which rapidly spread the disease from plant to plant. 
The fungus grows by sending fine threadlike filaments 
into the cells of the bean plant. When on the pods 
these filaments often reach the beans within the pod, 
and unless they are entirely destroyed the dried beans 


become a means whereby the disease is carried from | 


crop to crop. This is now believed to be the principal 
means by which the fungus passes the winter, and this 


offers an important clew as to means for preventing the | 


disease. 
Diseased beans may be recognized by the brownish 
or yellowish discoloration of the seed coats, and when 


badly affected the seeds will be more or less shriveled in | 


addition to being discolored. When such seed are 
planted the dormant fungus resumes its growth with 
that of the plant and the seedlings are soon affected. 
Some efficient method of seed treatment should reduce 
the amount of disease, but none is known as yet. Care- 
ful hand selection, in which all discolored, shriveled 
seed are rejected, will reduce the amount of the disease 
somewhat, but it has not proved a wholly satisfactory 
method. A better method is selection of seed while stili 
in the pods.—[Farmers’ Bulletin No. 388. 


Watering Plants. 


ROPER regulation of moisture is the greatest fac- 
tor in securing healthy plant growth. While plants 


can withstand great extremes in temperature, corre- . 


sponding extremes in moisture will surely tend to ruin 
if not kill even the strongest. 

Water should be given only when needed, and then 
in such copious quantities that the soil is thoroughly 
soaked. When potting plants space should always be 
left at the top for pouring in water. An inch or an 
inch and a half will suffice. 

Consider the kind of plant you are watering. SGoft- 
stemmed kinds, especially those with large leaves, will 
require much more water than hardwooded, slow-grow- 
ing kinds. While the former easily recover from 
drought, the hardwooded suffer permanently from ex- 
tremes. 


The character of the soil should also regulate water-— 


‘ing. Heavy clay soils sour easily, while very light loam 
soils dry out quickly, and unless carefully watched 
plants in them will wilt. In either case it is better to 
water thoroughly and less frequently than to water 
sparingly and often. 

The seasons and time of day should also be watched. 
Plants not in active growth should be watered spar- 
ingly until they have regained their foliage. Watering 
in the evening just before dark greatly aids fungous dis- 
eases, as the foliage rematgs wet throughout the night. 
—[National Horticulturist.

HE recently-issued City Directory of Los Angeles 

T gives the names of 150 Christian Science practi- 

tioners, showing that Los Angeles leads in this re- 
spect, as in so many other things. 

That there are good features in the strange cult of 
Mrs. Eddy has been freely conceded here. For instance, 
in place of what Calvin himself called the “horrible doc- 
trine” of predestination and everlasting torment, the 
Christian Scientists teach a doctrine of faith, hope, and 


_ joy. They also forbid the use of drugs, which is the 


secret of many of their cures, for that cures of disease 
are effected by Christian Science it would be as fool- 
ish to deny as that thousands of people have been cured 
by visits to the Grotto at Lourdes, in France, or to the 

shrine of St. Anne de Beaupré in Montreal, all of which 
cures are, of course, due to mental suggestion. 


On the other hand, there is one feature of Christian 
Science teaching which is not only unnatural and repul- 
sive, but also exceedingly harmful and dangerous. This 

is the so-called “malicious animal magnetism.” It is 
futile to attempt to deny, as a Christian Science ‘“Publi- 
cation Committee” recently did in these columns, that 
Mrs. Eddy is not responsible for this monstrous doc- 
trine, which a few months ago led to several suicides in 
New York. Her writings are punctured with it. When 
her students attempted to question the doctrine she 
drove them from her in anger, and she insisted that her 
last husband was “mentally poisoned” by an enemy. 
Of one of her students, Richard Kennedy, with whom 
she quarreled, she wrote: ; 

“Among our very first students was the mesmerist 
aforesaid, who has followed the cause of metaphysical 
healing as a hound follows his prey, to hunt down ev- 
ery promising student if he cannot place them in his 
track and on his pursuit. Never but one of our students 
was a voluntary malpractitioner; he has made many 
others. This malpractitioner tried his best to 
break down our health before we learned the cause of 
our suffering. It was difficult for us to credit the facts 
of his malice or to admit they lie within the pale of 
mortal thought.” 

To Kennedy and his mesmeric power Mrs. Eddy attrib- 

uted not only her illnesses, but all her vexations and 
misfortunes, any lack of success in her ventures, any 
difficulties with her students. In the first edition of 
, Science and Health she wrote: i 

“In coming years the person or mind that hates his 
neighbor will have no need to traverse his fields, to de- 
stroy his flocks and herds, and spoil his vines; or to en- 
ter his house to demoralize his household; for the 
evil mind will do this through mesmerism; and not in 
propria persona be seen committing the deed. Unless 
this terrible hour be met and restrained by Science, mes- 
merism, that scourge of man, will leave nothing sacred 
when mind begins to act under direction of conscious 
power.” 

Subsequently Mrs. Eddy adopted a method of pro- 
tecting herself against “malicious mesmerism”—the “‘ad- 
verse treatment,” which later became such a prolific 
source of scandal in the Christian Science Church. She 
became obsessed with this idea. In her Life of Mrs. 
Eddy, Georgine Milmine says: | 

“After she moved into her Broad-street house, Mrs. 
Eddy had a long succession of tenants and housekeep- 
ers, all of whom she at first found satisfactory, but 
against whom she soon hada grievance.

Her students could never get away 
from it. Morning, noon, and night the thing had to be 
reckoned with, and the very domestic arrangements 
were ordered to elude or to combat the demoniacal 
power. If Mrs. Eddy had kept in her house a dangerous 
maniac or some horrible pbysical monstrosity which was 
always breaking from confinement and stealing about 
the chambers and hallways, it could scarcely have cast 
a more depressing anxiety over her household. Those 
of her students who believed in mesmerism were always 
on the‘r guard with each other, filled with suspicion and 
Thoee who did not believe in it dared not ad- 


tu leave. 


“Mr. Eddy’s death had given malicious animal mag- 
netism a new vogue. Mrs. Eddy was now always dis- 
covering in herself and her students symptoms of arsen- 
ical poison or of other baleful drugs. Her nocturnal 
illnesses, which she had for years attributed to malli- 
cious mesmerism, were now more frequent and violent 
than ever. 


“One of the principal duties of the resident students 
was to treat Mrs. Eddy for these attacks. On 
one occasion, when Mrs. Eddy was walking the floor 
with a raging toothache, metaphysical treatment was 
abandoned, and several of her students rushed up and 
down Tremont street after midnight, trying to persuade 
some dentist to leave his bed and come to her relief. 


“In animal magnetism Mrs. Eddy found a satisfactory 
explanation for the seeming perversity of inanimate 
things. Mesmerism caused the water pipes to freeze 
and the wash boiler to leak. She was convinced that 
ali the postal clerks and telegraph operators in Boston 
had been mesmerized, and on one occasion, when she 
was sending an important telefram to Chicago, she 
sent Luther M. Marston, one of her students, to West 
Newton to despatch it via Worcester, so that it need not 
go through Boston at all. 


“When a contagion of influenza spread about Boston 
in the early ’80s, a number of the students in Mrs. Ed- 
dy’s class were affected by it. She paused one day in 
the midst of a lecture to say: ‘I notice that a number 
of you are sneezing and coughing, and the case is per- 
fectly apparent to me. Kennedy and Spofford are treat- 
ing you for hashish. Just treat yourselves against 
hashish, and this will pass.’”’ :

“This adverse treatment, now conducted with some 
system, was an important feature of the daily life at the 
college.

Your evil thought reacts upon 
you. You are bilious, you are consumptive, you have 
liver trouble, you have been poisoned by arsenic,’ etc. 
Mrs. Eddy further instructed her practitioners that, 
when they were treating their patients, they should first 
take up and combat the common enemy, mesmerism, 
before they took up the patient’s errof. ... 

“She had never loved any one so well that she could 
not, in a moment of irritation, believe him guilty, not 
only of disloyalty, but of theft, knavery, blackmail, or 
abominable corruption. She could never feel sure of 
even the ordinary decencies of conduct in her friends. 
All the suspicion, envy, and incontinent distrust which 
so often blazed in Mrs. Eddy’s eyes seemed to have found 
a concrete and corporeal expression in this thing, mes- 
merism. 

“The delusion of persecution grew upon her, and she 
believed that she was watched and spied upon. Her 
mail, her clothes, her house, her friends, and even in- 
animate objects, she thought were infected with mes- 
merism and made hostile to her. 
ter and epring she complained continually to her adopted 
son that Boston was so full of mesmerism that it was 
choking her, and that she must escape from it. Her 
one thought now was ‘flight’—to get away from the 
Boston Christian Scientists and to a place where she 
could prosecute her work and carry out her plans with- 
out interference or interruption. She talked of going to 
Cincinnati or Pittsburgh, but at last she threw deliber- 
ation to the winds and announced one morning that she 
must go immediately—somewhere, anywhere.” 

A Los Angeles man has in his possession a copy of a 
rare book entitled “Defense of Christian Science by 
Mary Baker G. Eddy, president of Massachusetts Meta- 
physical College, Boston, 571 Columbus avenue, Pub- 
lished by the author, 1885. Price 10 cents.” This book 
is out of print. A few copies are in existence, most of 
them having been bought up and destroyed by the 
Christian Scientists, who got away with a copy in the 
Boston public library. They have made persistent 
efforts to secure the volume here referred to, and the 
owner has provided against this by having a sworn type- 
written copy of it made. Some of the most offending 
passages in the book have been cut out.

In aiding to disseminate the false doctrine of bacteri- 
Ology, about which the medical fraternity nas gone 
“bughouse,” a so-called science that mistakes an effect 
of disease for the cause, Dr. Koch did an immense 
amount of harm, and retaraed the advance of the true 
science of healing for at least half a century. As the 


| late Dr. von O. Rosenbach wrote in his “Physician Ver- 


sus Bacteriologist:"’ “In my opinion neither by quaran- 
tine measures nor by antiseptic deeds, nor by bacillary 
investigation are we able to prevent the outbreak or the 
spread of any malady.” 

Such men as Priessnitz, the German peasant, who in- 
troduced hydropathy, and Trall, a pioneer of the nature 
cure in the United States, were indeed benefactors of 
mankind, whereas Robert Koch was a “blind leader of 
the blind.”

The Water Cure, 


N England—with exception of the lower classes—a 

man who fails to take his morning “tub” or cold 
water is regarded as an unclean animal. In New York 
it was recently stated that there are a million people 
who have never seen a bath tub. Some Londoners take 
a dip in the Serpentine Lake, in Hyde Park, every morn- 
ing in the year, often having to break the ice, in winter. 
In Sparta, they plunged the children into ice-cold water, 
immediately after birth. That was certainly a good 
way in which to eliminate thetinfit, but it would be 
rather hard on our liatter-day “civilized” weaklings. 
There is, however, vast benefit to be derived from the 
hardening of the body, by gradual and persistent ex- 
posure to cold air and cold water. When intelligently 
used, the external use of water is one of the most im- 
portant features of the Natural Method, or Nature Cure, 
as it is so successfully practised in Germany, and to 
some extent in England and America. Even some of the 
lars” are beginning to take it up as a new discov- 
ery. 

Among those who have successfully practiced hydrop- 
athy, and have written on this important subject, are 
Priessnitz, Rausse, Hahn, Kuhne, Trall, Bilz, Reinhold, 
Dr. Canitz and Father Kneipp. Bilz has written a book, 
in two volumes, aggregating over 2000 pages, and Dr. 
Trall a hydropathic encyclopedia of over a thousand 
pages, while others have contributed volumes to the 
subject. 

Those who wish to inform themselves in regard to 
the history and methods of hydropathy are recommended 
to send for the following three interesting books, by 
Richard Metcalf, of England: “Life of Vincent Priess- 
nitz” (founder of hydropathy,) “Essays and Notes on 
Hydro-therapetuties,” “The Rise and Progress of Hydrp- 
athy in England or Scotland.” (Published by the 
author, Ricamond Hill, Surrey, England.) 

As showing the efficacy of the water cure, the author 
quotes the following statement: 


“In the eleven years 1831-1841 over 7219 strangers vis- 
ited Graefenberg, for the water cure. A majority of 
these cases were considered very bad or hopeless by 
their medical attendants, and yet only thirty-eight 
deaths occurred amongst them, the average age at death 
being over 40 years, and most of these cases were of au 
utterly hopeless nature on their arrival at Graefenberg, 
where they insisted on remaining, when Priessnitz 
unwillingly acceded to their entreaties to try and re- 
lieve some of the symptoms.” 

Mr. Metcalfe shows that Father Kneipp undoubtedly 
obtained his ideas fro mPriessnitz, although he re- 
frained from giving the latter, in his writings, any 
credit whatever. 

In the second volume the author deplores the fact that

the pioneers had to overcome in the shape of bitter 
persecution on part of the “regulars.” One interesting 
point made is the marvelous effect of the sweat bath in 
cases of insanity. There should be a hydropathic estab- 
lishment in connection with every insane asylum. — 

Like so many others, Mr. Metcalfe’s idea of cure is 
almost entirely confined to one thing—the use of water, 
externally. Referring to Mrs. Hunter, widow of the late 
Dr. Archibald Hunter, and a warm advocate of vegeta- 
rianism in Scotland, Mr. Metcalf says: 

“All are justified in working on the lines wherein they 
can do the most good. For many people, the broad 
gauge of thought is too wide. They need something 
simple of comprehension. Hence the need of a narrow 
gauge, like vegetarianism.” The editor confesses his 
inability to see in what respect the selection of a natural 
and cleanly food for the building of the body is in any 
respect more narrow, or less important, than processes 
for the eliminating of morbid matter that has been ac- 
quired through wrong diet. In later pages, however, 
Mr. Metcalfe pays tribute to the importance of the vege- 
tarian cult—under limitations. 


Another weak point about Mr. Metcalfe is his belief 
in the superstition which attaches great medicinal vir- 
tues to mineral waters, whereas the more mineral a 
water contains the more of a poison it is, requiring 


more work on part of the system to eliminate the poi-' 


son. A number of pages of the book are devoted to the 
extolling of various mineral springs in England. 


When people improve at such springs, they do so in | 


spite of the mineral in the water, not because of it. 

Referring to the fight against natural methods of 
healing waged by the Medical Trust, the author says: 

“The battle must go on until the inevitable end is 
reached, that is, until State medicine consents to come 
out of its unionism, and takes a wider and more rea- 
sonable view of the healing art; until, in short, it takes 
up studies, and teaches in its schools and colleges ev- 
ery healing method that has approved itself to the rea- 
sonable mind by results.”

HE AMERICAN INSTITUTE OF HOMEOPATHY, 

one of the largest medical societies of the country, 
has been holding, in Pasadena, the sixtieth annual con-
